‘THE long range target of any breeder who seeks to establish for 
himself a permanent and stable business and at the same time 


make the maximum contribution to the breed, requires in my 
opinion that he aim to produce animals, 


(a) of highest production; (b) of approved form; (c) of 
constitutional vigor, and (d) of family traits so settled as to 


transmit both production and form with a trend toward improve- 
ment. 


In the appraisal of a herd, no one of these items can be 
omitted without impairing the aim. For example, an animal of 
high production and unsuitable form, lacking in constitutional 
vigor as such animals often are, is no permanent asset to the 
herd, no matter what the production. An animal of great consti- 
tutional vigor and appropriate form, but of low production is 
not an asset but a liability to the herd. The latter are easily 
eliminated. It takes courage to deal with the others. An ani- 
mal of high production, of suitable form, and of high constitu- 
tional vigor, may be a great temporary asset to a herd but is no 
permanent one unless it has the power to transmit those high 
qualities to its offspring. It seems to me that the problem, there- 
fore, becomes one of establishing families which through gen- 
eration after generation embody these specifications in appropriate balance, with the definite re- 


sult, if there be a trend toward improvement, of approaching constantly but slowly the ideal of the 
target. 





So we inevitably come to the establishment of families. How is that to be done? My own 
guess, and naturally it can be nothing more, is that one must maintain an established core of line 
breeding, avoiding on the one side the resentment of nature against inbreeding and on the other 
dilution of the core to such an extent that the conflicts of blood lines disperse your individuals 
Into chaos. If this be correct, then the matter of breeding families of the tvpe of which I have 
spoken becomes a matter of judgment, modified by that much rare quality which is necessary to 
any great breeder—the instinct to mate animals so as to intensify the line and avoid the Scylla and 
Charybdis I have mentioned. All we can claim at Van Horne Farms is an effort to apply this rule. 


The animals themselves will testify to our success or failure louder than any words of ours could 
Possibly do. 


Whatever the appraisal may be, it is fair to say that with one single exception for which 
I offer no excuse, we have done nothing at Van Horne Farms in the shape of expenditures either 
for animals or equipment which is not within the reach of any young farmer who wants to start 
as we did with three 2-year-old heifers and a bull and take thirty-five years to grow to two hun- 


dred. Let no impatient man who expects final results in a generation of cows embark on this pro- 
fram; it takes a generation of man. 
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The Pure Bred Marches On 


By IRA G. PAYNE

F ONE is a typical purebred dairy cattle breeder, he 
has four neighbors, one on each fence line of his farm, 
who are using grade bulls at best, scrub bulls at 

worst. Every pure breeder of dairy cattle has the same 
typical neighbors, whether he is breeding Ayrshires, 
Brown Swiss, Guernseys, Holsteins or Jerseys. 


America’s pure breeders of dairy cattle have, accord- 
ing to the best estimates, less than one hundred thousand 
registered sires in service. The Federal Bureau of 
Dairying tells us that there are 432,000 dairy herds of 
eleven or more cows in the United States. We may 
infer, therefore, that about 340,000 dairy herds of eleven 
or more cows are headed by bulls of doubtful or un- 
known origin or ancestry, at least whose identities can- 
not be definitely established with any recognized breed 
association. At first glance, the situation is alarming. 
Why don’t more American dairymen own registered 
sires, not to mention registered females? Must we ar- 
rive at the conclusion that all our effort, investment and 
idealism in and for the purebred dairy cow has been in 
vain? Is there something wrong with the purebred 
ideal? 


I am not here to defend our purebred registry as- 
sociations. They need no defense, for they have ac- 
complished much. Being guided, however, by human 
beings, some errors both of omission and commission 
thave been made, but one thing is certain; because of our 
years of testing cows generation after generation, and 
proving bulls and families, we are in a position to offer 
these 340,000 dairymen, who are using nondescript bulls, 
therd sires which will sire cows which will produce for 
them not only greater but more economical amounts of 
milk and butterfat. Perhaps the worst thing our breed- 
ers and purebred registry associations can be accused of 
is a poor job of selling, for we have irrefutable evidence 
of the superiority of the purebred in the fact that, while 
the average butterfat production of all purebred dairy 
animals of all breeds is rapidly approaching the 400- 
pound mark, as calculated from unselected herd tests 
by the major breed registry associations, the average of 
run-of-the-farm cows is below 200 pounds, according to 
the United States Department of Agriculture. Of course, 
we admit that many grade cows have creditable in- 
dividual records and a number of high-producing grade 
herds can be pointed to as proof that some good grades 
with good feed and care are capable of milkpail per- 
formance on a par with purebreds. ‘‘Good Grades,” 
however, are usually close-up descendants of purebred 
ancestors. Often, they have lost their purebred identity 
through failure of some one to register one or more im- 
mediate branches of their family trees. The modern, 
profitable dairy cow, whether registered or grade, owes 
her high producing ability to purebred ancestors. 


There may be some grade dairymen who prefer their 
grade cattle to purebreds. I have never met one. Those 
to whom I have talked usually have a ‘‘hankering’”’ some 
day to get a purebred herd sire, perhaps a few registered 
heifers, to start a purebred herd. That’s the way some 
of our most outstanding breeders of today had their 
beginnings. By and large, I know that the grade dairy- 
men of America (perhaps not all 340,000 of them, but 
a sizable portion of that number) admire purebreds 
and envy the pride that only purebred owners derive 
from their herds. They wish that they, too, could own 
registered cattle, both for the added profit and the 
pleasure that purebreds provide. 


The “alarming situation” first discerned, resolves 
itself into one of great promise for the pure dairy 
breeders. That is, it is promising if we are sufficiently 
enterprising to capitalize upon the fact that we have 
something to sell that others need and want to buy. 
We, then, have a job on our hands to take the grade 
dairyman’s admiration for purebreds, his envy of us, 
and his need for the purebred herd, and translate those 
factors into a tangible demand for our surplus registered 
stock. 


Extracts from an address given at the Annual Meeting of 
the Ameriean Agricultural Editor’s Association at Chicago, 
December 5, 1940. 


Let’s face a few more facts. Promising young pure- 
bred bulls are going a-begging for buyers, while too 
many commercial dairymen are picking out their herd 
sires at the slaughterhouse. Breeders of all breeds are 
‘knocking bull calves in the head’’ for lack of buyers, 
yet 700 dairymen in one county alone are using stock- 
yard bulls to head their herds. In another dairying 
county, there are more than 500 stockyard bulls in ser- 
vice. 

During the coming year, one-third of a million pure- 
bred dairy bulls of all breeds will be born in the United 
States. All of them will not be fit to head the dairy 
herds of our nation; at least, not according to your 
standards nor mine. Only about one out of ten of those 
purebred bull calves will be registered, because we 
register only those bulls for which we have use or a 
market. As long at Nature runs her own affairs as 
long as males constitute roughly half of our annual calf 
crop, and as long as our market for purebred bulls fails 
to expand, just so long can we expect that inexorable 
rate of preponderance of purebred bull births over pure- 
bred bull sales to continue, year in and year out. That 
is, unless we do something to change it—not Nature, 
but the sale of bulls. We believe we can, with the as- 
sistance of the extension forces of our Federal and State 
institutions, together with you gentlemen of the agri- 
cultural press, do a job mutually beneficial to the hun- 
dreds of thousands of dairymen who need good bulls, and 
to the breeders who have those good bulls to sell. 

This cooperative program of the five dairy breed as- 
sociations is predicted upon the sincere desire to accom- 
plish this result with a sound understanding of the 
purposes and principles involved. There is no written 
agreement needed, each knowing the other to be fair, 
high-minded and ethical, and anxious to tackle this con- 
structive and most needed program. 

May I briefly outline some of our objectives? 


1. Exchange of Information: There have been 
a few misunderstandings in the past, traceable, 
for the most part, to a lack of knowledge con- 
cerning the different breeds. I refer particu- 
larly to quoting figures in a standard fashion 
on such matters as number of purebreds in the 
United States, records of production for dif- 
ferent ages and classes of both cows and bulls, 
and other similar facts that could be construc- 
tively utilized. 
2. Negative Statements and Destructive Criti- 
cism: No derogatory statements or destructive 
criticism should be made against its contempor- 
aries by any breed in any speech or conversa- 
tion of an official nature, or in any advertise- 
ment, news article, piece of literature or dis- 
play. It is conceded that much good can be 
claimed for any breed. It is admitted by ail 
that each breed has its place. We acknowl- 
edge further that the critical can sometimes 
find something uncomplimentary to say about 
another breed, but it is better left unsaid. 
Prospective purebred breeders are often dis- 
couraged from starting by the conflicting and 
bewildering charges made against other breed- 
ers by over-zealous breeders and agents of a 
given breed. Neither by innuendo or inference, 
nor by direct or indirect statement, should one 
breed be unjustly or unfairly compared with 
another. Always state facts. Make positive 
statements. 
3. Cooperation of Breeders: Realizing the 
program is, to a large degree, dependent on the 
support of the breeders of all breeds, their as- 
sistance will be enlisted. Each breed Secre- 
tary is responsible for informing his fieldmen, 
state clubs and breed papers. They, in turn, 
pass on the information so that their breeders 
will be convinced that they will be helping 
themselves most in the end when they are 
at least fair to all breeds. 
4. Cooperative Exhibits: At the National Dairy

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Twelve Years of Herd Testing

ITH the completion of twelve years of the Herd 
W Improvement Test, we may well pause for reflec- 
tion and take stock of the progress made in this 
comparatively new departure in testing methods for our 
preed. Testing for production records has been an im- 
portant part of the program of The Holstein-Friesian 
Association of America since it was established in 1885, 
and has been provided for in the By-Laws during all those 
years; but all testing was based on 
the individual cow rather than the 
herd as a unit until the Herd Test 
was started in 1928, and the plan of 
testing the entire herd year after 
year was a distinct departure from 
established ideas at that time among 
Holstein-Friesian breeders. However, 
the continuous testing idea has taken 
hold and great progress has been 
made during these first twelve years. 
Let us take a look at the record 
and see how the earlier testing pro- 
grams progressed during their first 
twelve years of existence. The seven- 
day official test, developed soon after 
Dr. Babcock of Wisconsin brought 
out the Babcock Test, was establish- 
ed in 1894 and twelve years later, in 
1906, we find that 1,725 cows were 
given seven-day official tests dur- 
ing the year. The semi-official year- 
ly test was established in 1908, and 
and twelve years later, in 1920, the 
records show that 1,976 cows and 
heifers were tested in the Yearly Division for Advanced 
Registry, with 763 others in the Ten-Months Division, 
making a total of 2,739 cows and heifers completing 
tests in the twelfth year of the long-time testing program 
in Advanced Registry. If we compare these figures 
with the twelfth year of the Herd Improvement Test, in 
which 10,371 cows completed yearly tests, we must con- 
clude that the Herd Test has made much more rapid 
progress than our earlier testing programs. 


Surely from the standpoint of obtaining information 
to use in the breeding program and to make progress 
in the development of herds capable of heavy produc- 
tion year after year, the plan of testing every cow in 
the herd year after year is far and away ahead of the 
old idea of testing individual animals for one ov more 
lactation 


periods. Under the herd testing system, we 
are rapidly accumulating lifetime production figures 
which, in the final analysis, are of greatest interest and 
value whether we are breeders or commercial dairymen. 
It is not important whether we follow Advanced 


Registry or Herd Test rules provided we adopt a program 
of testing every cow every year, but the Herd Test in- 
cludes the entire herd and is the most economical method 
of obtaining permanent and dependable records on the 
herd. A number of changes have been made in the rules 
since the Herd Test was adopted in 1928, and other 
changes may be made in the future, but the basic plan 
of testing every cow in the herd every year is sound and 
is, we believe, very close to the utlimate objective in 
testing to secure dependable information for use in the 
breeding program at the minimum of time, expense and 
trouble to the herd owner. 

We have made very little effort to increase herd test- 
ing during the past two years because of conditions in 
the office resulting from removal from Madison to Brat- 
tleboro, which required building almost an entirely new 
office force, but these difficulties are behind us now and 
we hope for a large increase in our testing program dur- 
Ing 1941. 


Last Herd Test Year Sets New Record 

The last completed herd test year, which closed Sep- 
tember 30, 1940, and will be published in Volume 12 of 
the Red Book, set a new high mark for average produc- 
tion of milk and butterfat per cow for the year, exceed- 
ing 400 lbs. fat per cow for the first time in Herd Test 
history. During the year tests were completed in 412 
herds, including 10,371 cows with an average of 11700

lbs. milk and 405.2 lbs. of butterfat per cow, and am 
average test of 3.46% butterfat. If we compare these 
figures with those reported in Volume 11, previous high 
year for milk and fat, when 433 herds including 10,316 
cows averaged 11,354 lbs. milk and 391.1 lbs. fat, with 
an average test of 3.46%, we find a gain of 346 lbs. 
milk and 12.1 lbs. fat per cow for the year just closed, 
with the test holding even at 3.46% for both years. 
This increase of 346 lbs. milk and 
12.1 lbs. fat per cow over the pre- 
vious year in a herd totaling more 
than ten thousand cows is a remark- 
able achievement. Even though we 
lost a few herds—412 herds in Vol- 
ume 12 as compared to 433 in Vol- 
ume 11—=still we made a slight gain 
in cows tested and included in figur- 
ing herd averages—10,371 in Vol- 
ume 12 against 10,315 in Volume 11. 
In addition to the 10,371 cows rep- 
resented in the herd averages for 
the year, there were 4,107 cows and 
heifers on test for less than 300 days 
in the various herds and hence not 
included in computing herd aver- 
ages. These include purchases, 
sales, deaths, first-calf heifers fresh- 
ening after the end of the second 
month, etc. Then there were 1,100 
cows and heifers omitted from the 
herd average by voluntary cancella- 
tion of registry certificates. Com- 
bining these three groups, we have 
a total of 15,578 cows and heifers on test during the year 

somewhat under the three previous years, which 
ranged from 15,638 to 16,316 for total cows on test. 
The cancellation of 1,100 certificates of registry is the 
lowest in number since Volume 6 and the lowest on a 
percentage basis, 7.1%, for any year in Herd Test 
history. 


The past year’s work established another new record, 
with 210 herds above the 400-lb. level for fat production, 
exceeding the highest previous record of 187 herds above 
400 lbs. fat in Volume 9. While the herds above 400 Ibs. 
increased to a new high, those under 300 lbs. reached 
a new low, with only 16 in this group—the least for any 
year in the twelve years of the Herd Test. 

The first six years of the Herd Test showed little 
change in herds and cows tested, and Volume 7 was the 
first year above 250 herds and above 5,000 cows. Fig- 
ures for the last six years, Volume 7 to 12 inclusive, as 
given in the following table show the extent of herd 
testing during this period, with ready comparison for 
the various years: 

It would take too many figures and too much space 
to show the same information for each of the twelve 
years of the Herd Test, but we can show the progress 
made very nicely by combining the figures into three 
groups of four years each, and the next table shows the 
combined averages of the first four years (Volumes 12 
to 4), the second four years (Volumes 5 to 8) and the 
third four years (Volumes 9 to 12).

With the advent of the Herd Improvement 
Test, we had many more cows on continuous test and 
ovr list of lifetime production records has increased 
rapidly during the last few years and will continue to 
grow in the future in proportion to the gain in the Herd 
Test program. We now have a total of 431 cows with 
life records in excess of 100,000 lbs. of milk and this 
list is growing steadily. Among these, there are 40 
cows with life records ranging between 150,000 and 
200,000 lbs. milk and there are seven with totals over 
200,000 lbs. each, production which seems almost in- 
credible but is nevertheless authentic. These seven, with 
their great records, are:

If we examine this list of 431 cows with life records in 
excess of 100,000 lbs. of milk, we find that 213 of them 
have produced more than two tons, or 4,000 lbs. of 
butterfat each, with 13 exceeding three tons and one 
well over four tons of butterfat during her lifetime. 
We have arranged them in groups based on total fat 
production as follows:

These figures for lifetime production are final convincing 
proof of the tremendous producing capacity of the Hol- 
stein-Friesian cow. While we used to accept great pro- 
duction for a single lactation as sufficient demonstration 
of producing ability, we are coming more and more to 
look for proof of ability to produce heavily year after 
year, and we have this proof in the tremendous life 
records of these 431 100,000-lb. milk producers. 
Herd Averages 

An average of 400 lbs. fat per cow is recognized as 
a high average in the Herd Improvement Test, where 
every cow in the herd is included, and during these 
twelve years 527 different herds have averaged over 400 
lbs. fat per cow one or more years, and many of them 
have exceeded this high average production year after 
year. We can hardly take the time in this article for 
a complete analysis of this group of high producing 
herds, but 14 of them exceeded 600 lbs. fat per cow and 
84 others averaged over 500 lbs. fat per cow for one 
or more years. Among these 14 herds with averages in 
excess of 600 lbs. fat per cow, honors for the highest 
average go to Morningside State Hospital, Portland, Ore- 
gon. This herd, on a straight ‘“‘B’’ basis, had an aver- 
age of 651.8 lbs. fat per cow reported in Volume 11 for 
the first year on test and finished the second year with 
a 683-lb. fat average for nine cows, the highest ever 
reported. Credit for the highest ‘‘C’’ average ever 
reported goes to Walter Splinter, Winslow, Illinois, with 
an average of 615 lbs. fat for a herd of eight cows, a 
phenomenal showing for a herd on twice a day milking. 
This was the first year on test for the Splinter herd and 
will be reported in Volume 12. The largest herd to 
pass the 600-lb. fat mark is the A. W. Ackermann herd

We have attempted in this brief discussion to review 
the first twelve years of the Herd Improvement Test and 
the progress made in our testing program. The great 
value of the Herd Test is just now beginning to be appar- 
ent with a large percentage of these herds on a continu- 
ous testing basis and the resulting development of life- 
time production records. It is not enough for us to 
develop cows that can show heavy production for one 
lactation period—-we must breed the kind that can 
stand up under the strain of heavy production year after 
year. Great lifetime production must be our goal. 
Testing entire herds year after year will point out cer- 
tain strains that meet all the various requirements for 
great lifetime production and this information will be 
of the highest value for breed improvement. 


We should double the number of herds in the Herd 
Test this year. We have more than 11,000 active mem- 
bers of the Association, according to the latest count, 
and surely every active member should have production 
figures for every cow in his herd on the year after year 
basis for his breeding program; yet Volume 12 of the 
Red Book will include only 412 herd owners, or 3.6% 
of our active membership. Hundreds of our members 
are testing in local dairy herd improvement associations 
and are obtaining production figures for their own use 
for all cows in their herds, but the records are not kept 
in permanent form and are not published and made 
available for general study and for pedigree purposes. 
Many of these herds have been tested in the local asso- 
ciation for a number of years with very satisfactory re- 
sults, and the added cost of entering such herds in the 
Herd Improvement Test would be small and should prove 
a very good investment. We hope that many of these 
herds will be entered in the Herd Test during 1941, as 
it is highly important to the breed to preserve the rec- 
ords of our better cow families and make them avail- 
able in published form for our breeders throughout the 
country.

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Mark Keeney’s Bullphilosophy 


Selection of a Young Sire 


From COWPHILOSOPHY 


AIRYMEN and small pure bred breeders usually 
D purchase their herd sire. The future ability of 

their herds and the resulting dairy profits are 
all tied up in the wisdom of their judgement in selecting 
the young sire, and whether that selection be wise or 
otherwise, will largely depend on their judgment of the 
factors of inheritance in the prospective young bulls, 
and to a considerable extent, the breeding and the pro- 
ducing ability of the females in their own herds. 

Before starting out to look for a bull 
we should carefully analyze our own herds. 
We must set up a required standard of 
performance based on hopes for improve- 
ment over the better half of our cows. The 
productive inheritance of the bull purchased 
should be considerably better than the top 
half of the herd in which he will be used. 
Further, it is highly preferable that the 
young sire purchased be of similar family 
blood lines to most of our females to which 
he will be mated. Our young and untried 
sires bred to females of similar and con- 
genial blood lines will have a better chance 
of making good. The accepted laws of in- 
heritance as well as the experience of his- 
tory are confirmation of this principle. 

We had here in America, 30 years ago, 
some rather large communities of dairymen 
who were breeding uniformly good cattle. 
Practically all of them used young bulls. 
These bulls for the most part were selected from within 
the neighborhood, from the very best cows, and were 
used on cows of the same, or closely related family blood 
lines. And they bred out good cattle. Here is a lesson 
in cattle breeding which we must heed in general in our 
cattle breeding today. We will do well, along with our 
advanced knowledge of records and genetics, to go back 
to the fundamental principles of breeding as practiced 
years ago by communities and also by the most success- 
ful individual breeders. The prescribed practice may 
be briefly stated as follows: Breed the best to the best, 
discard those found unworthy, and stick close within 
family blood lines. Far more harm has resulted from 
promiscuous out-crossing than will ever be experienced 
from one generation of in-breeding good cattle. 

When an outcross is needed consider carefully its 
purpose and then proceed cautiously until the outcross 
demonstrates its worth. Having achieved the purpose 
of our outcross, whether it be type or production, we 
should then proceed along our established family blood 
lines. 

This is a long-time program requiring patience and 
perseverance, but only men possessing these attributes 
will be highly successful in this fascinating endeavor 
of breeding better cattle. There is no short road. It 
takes much of a lifetime of effort to breed up, and hold 
true, a great herd of dairy cows. 

With these thoughts in mind, and having established 
through records in our own herds the production stand- 
ards required for further improvement, let us set out 
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— By MARK H. KEENEY 


to find the young sire with which we shall hope to 
achieve our goal of a better and more profitable dairy 
herd. First, we will seek the ‘‘Ideal Prospect,’’ and if 
we fail to find the ‘‘Ideal,’’ we must decide where we 
can compromise and where we must not. 

The Dam of The “Ideal” Bull 

First and foremost, the dam of our ideal bull will be 
a truly great cow. She will be great in her own pro- 
ducing ability. She will be great in the inheritance of 
her ancestors, and further, she will have 
demonstrated her ability to transmit great- 
ness to her progeny—dquite a cow in any 
man’s herd. Such cows as may have full 
confirmation of this greatness are very 
scarce. Numerous cows may be truly worthy 
dams of our herd sire, but they lack fully 
satisfactory proof in some respects and it 
is here that we must use sane judgment in 
our selection. While it may be necessary 
to compromise somewhat on the established 
proof of our ideal dam, let us not com- 
promise on the ideal itself. We must satisfy 
ourselves that the dam is really a great cow 
in her own worth and in the worth of her 
ancestry, for only as her ancestors are of 
uniform worth can we hope for her to 
breed out progeny of like worth as exhibited 
in the cow herself. There is an old adage, 
“If you would have good children, don’t 
marry the only good girl in a tribe—marry 
a good girl from a tribe of good girls.’’ Thus, in select- 
ing the dam of our bull, let us pick a very good cow 
from a tribe of very good cows, at least to the extent of 
the second and third dams in the pedigree, and also as 
to the sisters of the dam, both paternal and maternal. 
Having established these facts of inheritance through 
reasonable evidence in the pedigree, both as to produc- 
tion and reproduction, then let us proceed to analyze the 
dam herself as to visible evidence of satisfactory type 
and character, and further confirm, in most respects, 
this evidence in her sisters and her dams. For while 
we want a dam from a great tribe of dams, we would 
like to find in our own dam, the most desirable cow in 
the tribe. 

Our immediate reaction on first sight of the dam 
should be the impression that she is a great dairy cow. 
Her general appearance will stamp this impression on 
our mind. Closer examination will reveal that she con- 
forms to all the essential points in dairy and breed type. 
She must have large capacity and a strong constitution. 
She must have a well shaped and properly attached 
udder of good quality with pronounced mammary vein- 
ing. She must exhibit evidence of strong dairy tem- 
perament and correct breed character. Your author 
would make no compromise with the visible evidence of 
ability in the dam, for unless she herself carries this 
evidence, how can we hope for it in the daughters of 
her son? No matter what the apparent evidence may be 
in her pedigree, if you cannot see the evidence of great- 
ness in the cow herself, then we do not want her for

quest. 





About four years ago when Mark Keeney selected the young bull, Dunloggin Design, for use in the 
Overbrook Herd, we wrote Mark in substance as follows: “Amidst all the talk of the value of proved 
sires, and the dangers of using untried bulls, your policy at Overbrook from the beginning has been to 
buy young bulls and do your own proving. You have never yet drawn a blank—King Sweet—Suzone 
Dandy—and now you have purchased Design. Would you tell World readers how you do it?” 

Mark Keeney’s “Bullphilosophy,” which appeared originally in the World of July, 1987 was the 
answer to this request—and from it came the germ of the idea for the book, COWPHILOSOPHY, now 
a “best-seller” among dairy books. The chapter, slightly condensed, is here reproduced by special re-

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the dam of our herd sire. And conversely, if a prospec- 
tive dam carries in her own appearance all that we are 
looking for, together with great producing ability her- 
self, she may possibly be considered worthy, sometimes 
without full confirmation of further evidence, provided 
such evidence as we do have is not a denial of the char- 
acter of the cow herself. 


Your author has never known a truly worthy sire to 
come from a mediocre dam. The greatness of the dam 
may not have been recognized, either through the lack 
of opportunity for development or for other reasons. 
You may have a son of the best bull in the world, but 
if he is from an unworthy dam, you cannot expect much 
in the way of improvement when you use such a son in 
your own herd. The policy of buying a son of a famous 
sire without due regard to the dam of this son is unwise 
and has led to many disappointments and failures. 
While it is highly desirable to have a dam which carries 
blood lines of the same family as a majority of the fe- 
males in our own herd, this consideration should not 
lead us to compromise on the character and ability of 
the dam, herself. In considering the available evidence 
of producing ability in the dam, her progeny and her 
ancestry, we must analyze the environment (feed, care 
and handling) under which their records were made, 
and then use our best judgment in adjusting these en- 
vironmental factors to our own herd conditions. We 
must find evidence of satisfactory producing ability. 


The Sire 

Having found, in our judgment, a worthy dam for 
our ideal bull, we will then proceed to a critical examina- 
tion of his sire. Here lies the greatest possible value in 
the improvement to be hoped for from sires of proven 
transmitting ability. We want a son of a good proven 
sire, if possible. Failing in this, and if the sire is a 
young bull, then he must, by all means, be of proven 
blood lines, regardless of other evidence at hand. Just 
as we may sometimes find a good cow in a mediocre tribe 
or family of cows, so may we also occasionally find a 
good sire from a tribe of ordinary sires, and in either 
case we can have but little hope for breeding out satis- 
factory cattle with the blood of such a sire or dam. If 
the sire of our young bull under consideration is of 
proven producing and transmitting blood lines, we have 
then established our first and primary requisite. If this 
sire is old enough to have daughters in milk and sons in 
service, we will then have the most positive possible 
evidence of his desirability or lack of it. His daughters 
should be of uniform high production and of satisfactory 
type in all the essential points of good dairy cows. If, 
in addition to siring the right kind of daughters, we 
also find the sons of this sire demonstrating this same 
ability, we then have found the most desirable possible 
sire for our ideal young bull. 


The Bull Himself 

Having found the approximate ideal sire and dam 
of our young bull, then the youngster himself must pass 
our examination. This concerns itself mainly with the 
type and breed character which we see in him. First 
we want him to exhibit plenty of bull It—-sex character. 
He should be virile and masculine with plenty of nerve 
stamina. He should look and act like a bull that takes 
an interest in his importance, for he is of greatest im- 
portance to the herd in which he is used. As to the 
type of the bull, he should satisfactorily conform to our 
breed standard. He need not be a top show bull, but 
neither should he be weak in constitution, capacity or 
temperament. Just what correlation there may be be- 
tween established bull type and the type and ability of 
his daughters, is a highly controversial subject. Some 
rather ordinary type bulls sire the very choicest daugh- 
ters, while some of our best show bulls may sire daugh- 
ters of less desirable type and ability. So we will not be 
too severe in our judgment of bull type so long as we 
find them exhibiting evidence of breeding power. 


A young bull which fully meets the standards hereby 
Prescribed has a most excellent chance of being a suc- 
cessful sire. His degree of success is apt to be better 
when used in a herd of females of related blood lines. 
Not all such bulls will be Super Sires, these being rare 
and unpredictable. However, if we stick closely to the 
requirements here presented, we will have a much higher 
degree of assurance of getting successful sires than we 
can have if we disregard any of these primary principles. 
The high production level of our Overbrook herd today 
has been attained, as far as influenced by our herd sires, 
almost entirely through selection of young sires. The 
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best of these sires have been retained in service to a ripe 
old age, but the fact remains that they were brought into 
our herd as yoyng untried bulls, or were young bulls of 
our own breeding. Some say we are lucky, and there 
is, perhaps, a certain element of luck involved; but 
most of this so-called luck has a fundamental back 
ground of sane judgment in bull selection. We con- 
tinually think in terms of bulls and are always analyzing 
them, whether they be our own bulls or those of our 
fellow breeders. The judgment thus acquired is the 
— of our selections, and of our matings within our 
erd. 
Buying the Bull 

The man who aspires to be a successful breeder of 
seed stock, a worthy breeder of registered cattle, must 
not depart far from, nor compromise much with the re- 
quirements here stated for our ideal young bull. Since 
there are not at present, enough such bulls available for 
all dairymen, some compromise from this ideal is neces- 
sary with the average good dairyman. The question 
therefore arises as to how we may effect a compromise 
and still retain a reasonable degree of assurance of get- 
ting a good bull, and further, how we can go about this 
bull selection so as to avoid the necessity of much com- 
promise. 

First, we must anticipate our bull needs in advance 
of the time when we must actually have the bull for 
service. This requires that we think more or less con- 
tinually about our bull problem. Many dairymen do 
not buy a bull or even give the problem any serious 
thought until they find themselves in actual, and often 
acute need of a bull for service. Then they rush out 
and buy a bull of service age, with often only a few 
hours of time and thought given to the selection. This 
general practice is obviously unsound. They may even 
be critical of the breeders who sell bulls because these 
breeders do not have a flock of service age bulls on hand 
awaiting the needs of these short-sighted dairymen. 
Many of the best bulls are sold before they become of 
service age. Hence, the range of selection is much more 
limited among service-age bulls. The better policy is 
to make our bull selections in advance of our need for 
their service, buying a calf and raising him ourselves. 
There are so many more desirable calves from which to 
make our choice, with the further advantage that calves 
are cheaper than yearlings, and we can get a better bull 
for the money invested. 


This subject of price is of importance to all of us in 
buying a bull, but the average man puts the emphasis 
on the wrong side of the subject. He usually has in 
mind an approximate figure which he will pay for a bull 
and he confines his choice to such animals as are within 
the price range of this preconceived figure. Now, the 
all important point is to get the right bull. Price is not 
the primary consideration. If the bull himself does not 
measure up, then we should not buy him, no matter how 
cheap the sales tag on him, for in the end, such bulls 
are the most expensive. On the other hand, when we 
find a bull that fully meets our required standard, it is 
often advisable, if necessary, to spend more money than 
we anticipated. Let us consider the money paid for a 
bull as an investment, rather than an expense. The 
return on our investment is determined mainly by the 
results the bull can secure in our herd, rather than by 
the price we pay for him. A high priced bull may often 
be the cheapest. There are, of course, definite limits 
to what is a reasonable and fair price to both the buyer 
and the seller, and at times the price fails to represent 
the basic worth of the animal offered. On the whole, the 
better bulls bring the most money, and seldom has any 
man ever paid too much money for a really good sire, 
while the cheapest ones are sometimes the most ex- 
pensive. We should, therefore, not be too much price- 
minded in buying a bull. 


A much better policy is first to find the right bull, 
and then, within the limits of sound market values, we 
should try to find enough money to buy such a bull. The 
bull comes first and the price is secondary. Recogniz- 
ing, however, that there is a very definite top limit which 
most of us can pay for a bull, we have here a further 
reason for buying a young bull calf. Our money will 
go further toward good bull assurance. 

Having anticipated our bull needs in advance of 
their requirement for service, and having canvassed the 
bull market without finding a satisfactory bull calf that 
we can afford to buy, what shall we then do for a bull?

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Breed Improvers in the West 


There has probably been no time 
in the past that so many sires, still 
alive, have as many producing off- 
spring as is the case in the West at 
the present. This in itself is a com- 
pliment to the alertness in sire selec- 
tion and to the programs being car- 
ried by these men. While it is im- 
possible to discuss each of these sires, 
a few of them may be in order. 


In Washington 


Up near the Canadian border, in 
Ekagit county, Washington Ivor and 
Emil Youngquist, then George Law- 
son have been using a sire from the 
A. H. Reilly herd at Waukon, Wash- 
ington. This fellow, Waukona King 
Fayne, now has daughters in their 
second lactation, and roughly figur- 
ing, it looks as though the daughters 
will increase the production of the 
dams materially. These offspring, 
as was the case with a lot of the 
Hazelwoods, were a bit rough as 
yearlings, but have smoothed out 
into fine cows after calving. Not 
only that—-the udders they carry are 
quite complimentary to this young 
sire. The dam of Waukona King 
Fayne, commonly known as the Lola 
bull, is the old Lola cow bred by 
Reilly that has been in the Faler 
Bros. herd at Spokane for the last 
three years. She carries much of 
the same breeding that is carried by 
S. B. Hall’s Reserve All-American 
Tillie cow. 


At Carnation Farms, walking 
through the barn, looking at string 
after string of cows, one can almost 
pick each of the daughters of two 
bulls from among the others; these 
are, Governor of Carnation and his 
son, Carnation Governor Imperial 
Governor, it will be remembered, 
sired the All-American get in 1939 
and 1940. He has 29 class B re- 
cords on his daughters, which at an 
average age of 2 years and 9 mos, 
average 16,488 lbs milk, 3.7% and 
610.1 pounds of butterfat. The Carna- 
tion show string this past year, which 
was perhaps the greatest in the his- 
tory of this institution, was com- 
posed almost entirely of the offspring

of Governor and Imperial. Imperial, 
All-American aged bull in 1938 and 
1939 had as his first daughter to 
freshen the cow commonly referred 
to as ‘“‘The Spofford.’’

In Oregon 


In Oregon, a group of breeders 
recently purchased a ten year old 
herd sire from A. J. Evers at Forest 
Grove to head an artificial breeding 
unit in Skagit county. This sire is 
Lone Fir Sir Johanna Tony. Tony 
has been used by Evers for several 
years, and before that was used by 
his breeder, A. J. Lindow and Son. 
His daughters have averaged over 
400 pounds of fat as first calf heifers, 
and were largely responsible for the 
twice a day milking average of 450 
pounds made by Evers last year. 
Bert has a number on Class B of- 
ficial now, and is running his entire 
herd on Holstein herd test. Old 
Tony was sired by S. B. Hall’s bull, 
Prince Tobe Johanna Beets. (Tobe 
will have about eight daughters finish 


A R records in class B shortly which 
will average above 700 pounds of 
fat). Tony’s dam was the Star cow 
at Lindow’s with over 700 pounds 
Class B. She is also the dam of the 
present Lindow Masterpiece bull. 

About five years ago, S. B. Hall 
picked as his junior herd sire, a 
small calf from Carnation, sired by 
Governor, and out of a thousand 
pound fat daughter of Carnation 
Prince. The first offspring from this 
bull has now completed a class B 
two year old record of about 680 
pounds of fat. In the regular cow 
testing association, the daughters of 
this bull will go over 400 pounds— 
about five of them now complete with 
their first calves, and have averaged 
over 100 pounds of fat and about one 
half percent in test higher than did 
their dams at the same age. 


One of the truly great cows in 
the Oregon country was Frank Dur- 
bin’s ‘‘Old Lady’ cow. She pro- 
duced over 1000 pounds of butter- 
fat, and lived to the ripe old age of 
twenty one years. One of her out- 
standing sons that has been dead 
for about three years was Sir Inka 
Walker Homestead 2d, used by Mt. 
Angel College. She has another son, 
still alive, that is doing a marvelous 
job for the Chemawa Indian School, 
just out of Salem.

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Beware the Stock-Yards Bull!

dairy specialists and editors? Or is he a real menace 

to dairy cattle improvement? This writer must con- 
fess that he has leaned to the “bogey’’ side and has 
shouted brave words of defiance at what seemed to be 
a mere intangible myth. Intangible it still is to some 
extent, but it’s no myth. Creeping up like a miasma 
from the swamp of ignorance, poverty and indifference 
it threatens to infect the dairy industry with the germs 
of rot and decay that sap the vitality from its very foun- 
dations! And that is not just a figure of speech. 

What makes this “stock-yards’, or ‘‘peddler” bull 
dangerous? Well, in the first place, he moves without 
noise and he usually has “protective coloring.’’ It’s 
hard to find where he is. It’s much easier to find where 
he’s been! And then it is too late. He’s gone. But 
like a swarm of mosquitos there are ten more like him 
(or worse) coming on to take his place. And the fact 
that makes him most dangerous is that he is profitable! 
That’s what I said and that’s what I mean. He’s one 
of the most profitable bulls you’ll find anywhere. But 
not to the man who uses him. To the user who tries 
to save fifty dollars and really spends seventy-five, he is 
a liability and a handicap in the way of building a profit- 
able herd. That does not count the latter loss, through 
low production from the off-spring. 

The peddler is the one who has the gold mine. All 
he needs is a truck, some business that takes him around 
among farmers, a glib tongue, a fertile imagination and 
a certain elasticity in the treatment of facts and he’s 
all set to find the end of the rainbow. 

How do we know these stock-yard bulls are no good? 
Do we have any figures to show how worthless they are? 
Frankly, we don’t know that they are all mongrels or 
scrubs. We think some few of them may really be fairly 
decent bulls. But we have pretty good reason to believe 
that the farmer who uses these bulls with the expecta- 
tion of improving his herd is likely to be disappointed. 

Not many herds in which these bulls are used are in 
cow testing associations but there are a few such. Not 
all of the un-registered bulls proved in these associations 
are of the stock-yards variety. We would guess that 
the un-registered bulls proved since the start of the 
identification program are, conservatively, twenty per 
cent better than the peddler kind. If, then, we compare 
the performance of the un-registered bulls with that of 
the registered bulls tested under similar conditions we 
have the best measure available of the damage likely to 
result from using bulls with stock-yard pedigrees.

proved in dairy herd improvement associations issued 
by the U. S. Bureau of Dairy Industry we find 1110 regis- 
tered Holstein bulls proved when mated with cows of 
production similar to that where un-registered bulls 
were proved. In the last two volumes we find 79 un- 
registered Holstein bulls reported. Let’s compare them 
on a percentage basis. The figures show the number of 
bulls in 100 whose daughters showed an increase or de- 
crease as compared to their dams.

It can hardly be claimed that these data are enough 
to be entirely conclusive, though they are well supported 
by many trial comparisons with smaller numbers. If 
we do accept them and also accept our guess that the 
scalawag bull is at least twenty per cent less certain to 
effect improvement through his off-spring; then it is 
clear that, even in the lowest production bracket the 
chances are about seven to three against good results. 
That almost exactly reverses the percentage against him 
as compared with bulls of known background. It looks 
as though our so-called ‘cheap’’ bull is no bargain but 
is very expensive no matter how small his price. 


To combat the evil, measures are being tried that 
have met with some success. Local breed clubs have 
cooperated in furnishing bulls to ambitious farmers short 
of cash, on terms similar to those of the dealer. Serv- 
ice clubs, milk companies and banks have given financial 
backing to similar schemes. Breeders have furnished bull 
calves to 4-H members with a 50-50 or other division 
of net returns from sale. 


The pressure of competition compels the man who 
wants to stay in business to revise his methods and bring 
them up to date. Every other business has to do that 
so the dairy cattle breeder can be no exception. He must 
be more than just a propagator. The successful prac- 
tice of his art calls for patience, skill and a fine sense 
of values. The laws of chance work for him or against 
him but he dare not leave anything to chance that he 
can in any way control. He must know what the breed- 
ing in his herd can or cannot do and when he makes a 
sale it must fit the customer’s needs. No satisfaction 
can be greater than to know that one is helping to build 
good herds on numbers of farms through supplying good 
stock, wise counsel and continued interest. It is better 
to bury our mistakes or turn them into veal or steer- 
beef than to lump them off to the dealer at cut-rate 
prices. 

Beware the stock-yards bull but also be aware that 
he can only go about so far if you do your part in breed- 
ing, testing, advertising, selling and servicing your cus- 
tomers.

HEN Duchess Skylark Ormsby completed a year’s 
W eecora of 1,205 lbs of butterfat back in 1915, in 

the herd of John B. Irwin of Minnesota, the dairy 
world was truly astounded by the phenomenal record of 
this pure bred Holstein-Friesian cow. Since that time 
41 additional cows, representing six different breeds and 
from ten different countries, have finished a year’s test 
above 1,200 lbs of butterfat in a single year. 

A 1,200-lb fat cow still stands as a challenge to the 
breeder. Such a record is no accident. To join this 
ultra select list, a cow must have good breeding, she 
must be in good health, she must have great capacity and 
must receive excellent care. 

No ordinary cow can hope to maintain an average of 


100 lbs fat per month for an entire year. Many cows 
produce 1,000 lbs fat in a year without ever reaching 
100 lbs fat in any one month. Thus a 1,200-lb fat rec- 
ord takes on added significance. 

A study of the tables on this page shows that the 
United States leads all the nations of the world for 
1,200-lb cows, with 17 over the magic mark, including 


14 Holsteins, one Jersey, one Guernsey and one Brown 
Swiss. Canada has ten, seven Holsteins, two Ayrshires 
and one Jersey. Germany have five, all of a breed cor- 
responding to our Holsteins, and Australia has three, a 
Milking Shorthorn and two Jerseys. 

In numbers Holsteins lead all breeds with 230 from 
five different countries. Jerseys follows with five from 
four countries and Ayrshires four from three countries. 

Only three cows in history have as yet been able to 
repeat as 1,200-lb producers. Brampton Basilua, a Can- 
adian Jersey, has surpassed this total three times, and 
the Australian Milk Shorthorn, Melba XV of Darbalara, 
and the United States Holstein, Femco Johanna Bess 
Fayne, have each made two records over 1,200 lbs fat.

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Herd Classification 
By H. W. NORTON Jr., Secretary 


The program of Herd Classification 
and Sire Recognition was approved 
and adopted by the Board of Direc- 
tors in December 1928 after several 
years of careful study by special 
committees. It is a natural out- 
growth of the work of the True 
Type Committee under whose aus- 
pices the true type models and paint- 
ings of the breed were developed 
and prepared for adoption by the 
Association in 1923. With the com- 
pletion of the work of this commit- 
tee which resulted in wide distribu- 
tion of the true type pictures and in 
placing the models in each of the 
agricultural colleges throughout the 
country, more attention was paid to 
type than ever before and it was 
highly important that some program 
be developed to take advantage of 
this increase in type consciousness 
in the minds of breeders everywhere 
for more rapid improvement along 
this line. The General Welfare Com- 
mittee, which followed the True Type 
Committee, considered the question 
of standard ratings based on type 
and made definite recommendations, 
but no action was taken. Finally a 
Committee on Selective Registration 
was appointed, including W. S. Mos- 
crip as chairman, F. L. Houghton, 
Harry Yates, G. Watson French, H. 
V. Noyes, and R. J. Schafer. The 
first meeting of this committee was 
a conference in Chicago in December 
1926, which was attended by a num- 
ber of leading breeders and college 
men, and their deliberations were 
continued until the general plan was 
endorsed by the Milwaukee Conven- 
tion in June 1928 and referred to 
the Board with instructions to have 
definite rules prepared. The _ pro- 
gram of Inspection and Classification 
of Herd and Recognition of Sires was 
adopted in December of that year to 
become effective January 1, 1929, 
and only minor changes have been 
made in the rules since that time. 


The object of this program is im- 
provement of the type or conforma- 
tion of the breed. It is based on 
type alone, with no production re- 
quirements, and in its present form 
it provides for six classifications: 
Excellent, Very Good, Good Plus, 
Good, Fair, and Poor. Males to be 
eligible for inspection must be at 
least three years old and females 
must have freshened. The program 
sets up a voluntary system under 
which herds may be officially classi- 
fied for type upon application of the 
owners and whereby sires that have 
demonstrated the ability to improve 
the type of their offspring as com- 
pared with the dams with which 
they have been mated may be given 
official recognition. It combines two 
plans: Selective and Super Registra- 
tion. It is based partly on selective 
registration in that it rejects the 
offspring of certain animals of in- 
ferior quality as unfit for registration 
in the Herd-Book. Individuals of 
either sex classified Poor lose their 
status as registered Holsteins. Their 
registration certificates are canceled 
and subsequent progeny are _ not 


eligible for registery. Females Clas- 
sified Fair may be retained in the 
registered herd and their heifer 
calves may be recorded but their 
male calves are barred from registra- 
tion. It is based partly on super 
registration in that it attaches the 
mark of distinction and superiority 
to certain animals of exceptional type 
rated Excellent and Very Good and 
particularly to sires whose ability 
to improve the breed has been de- 
monstrated through their progeny. 
Such sires are designated as Bronze 
Medal or Silver Medal Preferred 
Sires, depending on the degree of 
improvement in breed type shown by 
comparing offspring with their dams, 
and finally the Silver Medal Sire 
may receive added recognition and 
becomes a Gold Medal Proven Sire 
when his daughters meet certain 
production requirements. The fees 
for herd classification are $1.50 per 
head, with reductions when the herd 
includes more than 25 animals to be 
inspected. Wherever it is possible 
to do so, these inspections are ar- 
ranged to include several herds in a 
community as a means of saving time 
and expense of the official inspector. 

Our Board of Directors has recog- 
nized the importance of careful 
selection of well qualified inspectors 
and their appointment has been based 
on integrity and ability to perform 
the work with a high degree of ac- 
curacy. When the program was in- 
augurated in 1929 the entire force of 
inspectors was assembled and worked 
together at great expense to the As- 
sociation for preliminary training to 
perfect uniformity in their decisions. 
This first training period included 
nine inspectors and covered a full 
week and a group of herds in north- 
ern Illinois totaling more than 500 
animals was classified. These pione- 
ers in the Herd Classification pro- 
gram included Silver Glen Farms, 
St. Charles, Ill.; W. T. Rawleigh 
Co., Freeport; John R. Logan & Son, 
Seward; Rock River Farms, Byron; 
C. W. Wray, Grayslake; H. L. Kap- 
ple, Grayslake; Elmwood Farm, 
Deerfield; John A. Carroll, Palos 
Park, and Harry M. Wood, Delavan, 
Illinois. All inspectors have been 
assembled on two separate occasions 
since then, the latest being a three- 
day series of inspections immediately 
following the 1940 Convention. It 
is highly important for the success 
of the classification program that 
the work be kept on a uniform basis 
throughout the country and this can 
be accomplished by bringing the in- 
spectors together for group inspec- 
tions from time to time. The force 
of official inspectors at the present 
time includes:

Classification through the Years 


Perhaps the herd classification 
program was adopted at the wrong 


time and has suffered to some extent 
for that reason. It started off in 
fine shape in 1929 with 66 herds in- 
cluding 1,925 animals, and during 
1930 there were 58 herds and 1,078 
animals classified. As the deression 
continued and money became scarce, 
it dropped to a point where only 
three herds were clasisfied in 1932, 
five in 1933 and two in 1934.  In- 
terest in the program began to im- 
prove in 1936 and has been better 
since that time. During the past 
year we inspected and classified 54 
herds including 1,403 animals, the 
best year since 1929, and we have 
a fine start for the first two months 
of the current year with more than 
300 animals already classified and 
several other herds awaiting inspec- 
tion. The following table summar- 
izes the classification work by years 
and shows the serious drop during 
the period of the lean years, 1931 to 
1935 inclusive:

This list shows 363 males and 
7,504 females classified or a _ total 
of 7,867 animals classified at the 
close of 1940. 

If we compare the male classifica- 
tions with the female in the above 
listing, we find a much larger per- 
centage of males in the higher rat- 
ings, as might be expected as the 
herd sires are much more carefully 
selected for type than the female 
members of the herd. Over 50% 
of all bulls classified were rated Ex- 
cellent or Very Good as compared 
with 27% of females rating in these 
two classification groups. Study of 
the totals in the different classifica- 
tions shows the largest number in 
the ‘Good’? group—that is, animals 
that would score between 70 and 80 
points according to the official scale 
of points; the next largest group 1S 
“Good Plus” (80-85 points), with 
“Very Good” (85-90 points) third 
in number, followed by ‘Fair’ (69- 
70 points), then ‘Excellent’’, the 
top rating for animals scoring 90 
points or higher, and ‘‘Poor” (all- 
mals scoring less than 60) the 
smallest of the six groups. In study- 
ing these figures for totals in the 
different groups we should keep 12 
mind the fact that many owners 8° 
over their herds carefully and send 
their poorest animals to slaughter 
before the official inspector has a? 
opportunity to rate them poor o 
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fair. This system has the same 
beneficial effect on the herd and the 
breed as the official inspection but 
without this preliminary classifica- 
tion and weeding out on the part of 
the owner the figures for the ‘‘Poor’’ 
and “‘Fair’’ groups would be con- 
siderably higher than those shown 
in the table. 


Herd Classification by States 

Examination of summary figures 
showing classification by states shows 
that Michigan breeders have taken 
the lead in this program, with 29 
Michigan herds including 1,320 ani- 
mals classified as of December 31, 
1940; Illinois was second with 23 
herds including 789 animals; Idaho 
was third with 18 herds including 
442 cows. Wisconsin had 16 clas- 
sified herds with 608 animals and 
Colorado 16 herds with 505 animals. 
New York had 13 herds with 77 
animals; Kansas 13 herds with 262 
animals; Pennsylvania 13 herds with 
232 animals, and Utah 10 herds with 
178 animals. The entire list in- 
cludes 30 states with one or more 
classified herds and totals 213 herds 
representing 7,886 classifications.

earlier in this 
article, 1940 was the best classifica- 
tion year since 1929 and 54 herds 
including 1,403 animals were classi- 
fied. Sixteen states were represented 
Michigan and Kansas with 10 herds, 
Wisconsin 9, Utah4, Idaho and New 
Mexico 3, Indiana, Missouri New 
Hampshire, New York, and Texas, 2. 
ind Illinois, Maine, New Jersey, Ohio 
and Oklahoma with one each. Herds 
classified during 1940 are shown in 
‘the accompanying table with the 
number of animals in each of the six 
classification ratings and the totals 
for each herd. 

With the increase of 100% in clas- 
sification during the past year as 
compared to 1939, and with over 
300 animals classified during Janu- 
ary and February—months in which 
very little classification is done as 
a rule—we are looking for a big 
increase during the current year. 

Recognition of Sires 

The program of Sire Recognition 
has great potential value. Under 
this plan sires that have demon- 


As mentioned 
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strated their ability to improve the 
type of their offspring as compared 
to the dams with which they were 


mated are designated as Bronze 
Medal or Silver Medal Preferred 
Sires. This program is not limited 


to large herds as the inspection is 
based on a minimum of 10 daughters 
of the sire and they may belong to 
different owners. Improvement in 
type of daughters as compared with 
dams is the basis for the preferred 
sire ratings. The Gold Medal Proven 
Sire designation is awarded to sires 
that have qualified as Silver Medal 
Preferred Proven Sires whenever a 
majority of their tested daughters, with 
a minimum of six so qualifying, have 
completed tests 50% above Ad- 
vanced Registry requirements. The 
tests may be either Advanced Regis- 
try or Herd Improvement Registry 
tests. At the close of 1940 Registry 
and proven sire certificates had been 
issued as follows: 


Bronze Medal Preferred Sires ....... 20 
Silver Medal Preferred Sires ........ 41 
Gold Medal Proven Sires ............ 27 


Herd classification is quite separate 
and distinct from show ring judging. 
In the show ring the judge is ex- 
pected to place a group of animals 
in the order of their excellence as he 
sees them on that particular day— 
first, second, third, and so on down 
the line.

We ask these guest readers to do a little investigating 
on their own account. A very few dollars spent judicious- 
ly for a pure bred Holstein bull now, may mark a mile- 
stone in the development of your future herd. Remember 
a scrub bull or a stockyards discard of uncertain par- 
entage, is the most expensive animal you could own, 
even though you can get him free for his keep. 


Young Milk Interview Widely Quoted

We are building another 100-cow barn and will need 
cows—mostly grades for now, that are good, healthy 
producers. We will gradually work into pure breds, 
but all must be vaccinated.” 

In answer to his inquiry we had to reply that to the 
best of our knowledge no such list of vaccinating herds 
is yet available. What state will be first with that pro- 
gressive step? 


How Long Do Holstein Bulls Live? 


HE answer is being sought in a study of bulls in 
I the United States and Canada, by the Florida Agri- 

cultural Experiment Station. How long may Hol- 
stein bulls be expected to live, when allowed to serve 
their entire period of usefulness. 

Nearly 300 records have been contributed to date by 
many of the large breeding establishments, state institu- 
tions, and agricultural experiment stations, which in- 
cluded many of the former famous bulls of the breed. 
Three times as many records are needed. These may be 
obtainable in many purebred herds, and in grade herds 
where accurate breeding or calving records have been 
kept. Every record counts. 

Recall the bulls that you have used. Which among 
them completed their period of usefulness in your herd? 
Perhaps their usefulness was ended by old age, death 
from illness, accident, or sterility. The Florida station 
workers appeal to you to contribute the record of every 
such purebred Holstein bull available for use in this 











study. The more breeders that participate, the more 
representative the final life-expectancy tables will be 
of our breed.

OR the first eight weeks of 1941 the business of the 
Fr secretary's office in registrations and transfers totals

SCHELL COMMENTS ON RICE ARTICLE 
Holstein-Friesian World: 

Having just completed a third reading of Prof. Rice’s 
suggestion for the proposed Selective Registration, there 
are several things that strike me that would make his 
plan not acceptable. 

If we were to take it as offered, we soon would have 
our breeding program on a chemical formula basis. Just 
sound this out for a fair rate bull from my own herd in 
1950——Haschell General Highspot 976482, C4, P 21— 
entirely too many figures that would not be understood 
by the average breeder. Production and type classifi- 
cation of both sire and sire’s dam is little proof what 
the sire will do, so why include it. I have no objection 
to putting a ‘‘low’’ requirement on bulls to go into this 
classifiication, but stop there. 

My second objection to this proposed plan is that 
Prot. Rice plans to make certain demands before a young 
bull can be accepted for general registration. This our 
breed cannot do because of the number of small breeders 
who make up our association. The number of tested 
herds are too small for such a regulation. If we could 
have close to 100% on Herd Test, then such a require- 
ment would not work a hardship on the many small 
breeders and commercial milk producers with some 
registered Holsteins in the milking string. General reg- 
istration cannot be connected with the proposed selec- 
tive registration. This selective registration must be 
kept separate the same as our present AR, Herd Test 
and Herd Classification are separate divisions from the 
general registration. Prof. Rice does propose a Provis- 
ional Registration for bulls that do not meet up. But 
what is the use of such a proposal. If these bulls do not 
later meet up with the requirements, are the calves re- 
sulting from their use not eligible for registration and 
thus grades? This certainly would not be an acceptable 
proposal.

Holstein-Friesian World: 

I believe there is a place for calfhood vaccination 
for Bang’s disease.It seems to me, however, that you go 
out of your way too far in nearly every issue to dis- 
credit the agglutination test. 


In your Feb. 1 issue you give an 


interview with a 
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well known stockman and sale manager in which he 
picks out eight cattle from a large ‘herd and gives their 
positive and negative reactions over a period of 18 
months more or less. With one exception, all of these 
animals gave definite positive reactions in one or more 
of the first 3 tests and this one gave a suspicious reaction 
in the 3d test and a definite reaction in the 4th. To me 
these 8 animals would be dangerous to place in a clean 
herd and if too valuable to be slaughtered, should be 
carefully isolated. 


We have been blood testing regularly since 1927. 
During 22 months prior to 1927 we had 24 abortions. 
In our first herd test we had 24 reactors. In each of 
three of the next four tests we had from 1 to 3 reactors. 
From January 1929 to May 1939 we tested annually 
or oftener, and had a clean herd in every test. On May 
31, 1939, we had one reactor and we disposed of her 
and have had no reactors since. 


Following our 1927 test, there was a period in which 
we kept a reactor herd. In subsequent tests on this 
reactor herd about 20% were negative. To me this 
was no argument to risk them in a clean herd.

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ARE WE “OVERRUNNING"”? 
Editor Holstein-Friesian World, 

As a disinterested party I have been much interested 
in the editorials and articles pertaining to Bang’s disease 
control that have appeared during the last year or so 
in your excellent magazine. By “disinterested” I mean 
that I am not directly or financially concerned. I am 
intensely interested in seeing cattle owners everywhere 
get the upper hand of Bang’s disease in any way and 
every way that it can be done. 

Your policy of late, it seems to me, has been to un- 
reservedly boost calfhood vaccination on the one hand 
and vigorously discredit blood testing and removal of 
reactors on the other. I am convinced in my own mind 
that you are absolutely sincere in this attitude and 
have not other motive than the welfare of Holstein 
breeders and Holstein cattle. 

About the only Shakespeare I know is this one: ‘‘We 
may outrun by violent swiftness that which we run at, 
and lose by overrunning.” Isn’t there a possibility that 
you may unknowingly commit that error? This question 
is precipitated by your editorial of February 15 and 
several recent articles. 

The writer is a layman on this subject and does not 
pretend to give advice on so technical a matter. He has 
had, however, opportunity to do some observing during 
the past nine years while sponsoring group bloodtesting 
of cattle in Ingham county. This project from a small 
start grew until last year (1940) it embraced 159 herds 
containing 1919 cattle. Many of the herds have been 
tested over and over. I have become convinced of the 
blood test’s reliability during this period. 

Your editorial of February 15 expresses bewilder- 
ment that the current number of herds now under sup- 
ervision of federal and state authorities is considerably 
less than the total that have been under such super- 
vision. Wouldn’t it have been wise to write the proper 
persons in the states mentioned and thus perhaps learn 
the reason rather than by inference to charge that dairy- 
men have revolted against the plan? 

I can give you at least a partial answer for Michigan 
from my own contacts and here it is. Under the plan 
the cooperating herd owner continues to receive free 
blood tests until the herd has passed three consecutive 
clean tests. He then is asked (in fact it is part of the 
agreement) to test at least once per year at his own 
expense. Owners who have cooperated mrely to get 
free tests or to find a remunerative outlet for animals 
known to carry Bang’s very naturally drop out. That 
is part of the answer. 


Cooperating owners agree to bring into their herds 
only bloodtested animals, isolate them sixty days and 
retest. Many have disregarded this, then when reactors 
were subsequently found and no indemnity was forth- 
coming due to the broken agreement, discontinued the 
work in a huff. 


On the other hand, scores of cooperating owners in 
this county when confronted with the problem of paying 
for their own tests or discontinuing have gladly con- 
tinued when offered the group plan. This ‘‘group plan’”’ 
is merely one whereby the county agent arranges for 
several herds to be tested at one time thus reducing the 
cost to owners. I can say, too, that in Michigan the 
number of cooperators would immediately be increased 
by more than 500 if sufficient state money were avail- 
able. There are that many herds on the waiting list. 

Again, are you not doing a lot of conscientous state 
and federal officials an injustice by portraying them as 
recalcitrant reactionaries? What ulterior motives can 
they have? I know of no officials in Michigan who 
would be out of a job if the test and slaughter plan were 
dropped overnight. U.S. D. A. officials developed Strain 
19. They are surely interested in seeing it wisely handled. 
In this county I personally know three veterinarians ad- 
vising three different clients against vaccination of clean 
herds and in each case the veterinarian did himself out 
of a job. What motives prompted this advice other than 
having at heart the welfare of the client? 

Calfhood vaccination certainly has a place in the 
battle against Bang’s disease but has all the evidence 
been weighed when you apparently feel that all other 
methods except vaccination should be scrapped? Nothing 
but 100 per cent successes are ever reported in the 
World. Is the picture really that rosy? Are there no 
disadvantages of any kind? The field tests of the U. S. 
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Sureau were not that good. Let’s be sure we have all 
the evidence before going off the deep end. In no other 
way can the long-time welfare of the cattle business be 
advanced.

Editor’s Note— 
We are glad to pass on to our readers Mr. Barnum’s court- 
eous criticism of the World’s policy on Bang’s disease contro] 
It may be that additional years of seasoning and practical 
application of calf vaccination are necessary before it can be 


given wholehearted acceptance. It is not claimed to be per- 
fect, but the evidence to date indicates overwhelmingly that it 
is a tool of great value and that it does afford protection not 


otherwise possible. 3reeders are hungry for it and are not 
going to be long satisfied to have the vaccination program ham- 


strung by restrictions that they do not believe have a sound 
basis in herd protection. 
It is furthest from our intent to do an injustice to our very 


fine. body of animal health control officials in the various state 
They have the responsibility on their shoulders, and we recog- 
nize that they must be conservative in all matters of poliey. 
Also it is flouting human nature to expect them to scrap over- 
night the system of test-and-slaughter which they have been 
recommending for so long, and adopt an entirely different pro- 
gram. It will apparently have to come gradually, with breeders 
themselves taking the lead in shaping new policies. The Fed- 
eral officials who have been closest to this work throughout do 
not hesitate to recommend calf vaccination as a practical meas- 
ure in both infected and clean herds. But each stite makes its 
own rules, and the Federal people are usually careful about 
treading too hard on the toes of state officals with whom they 
are expected to cooperate. Many ideas on Bang’s disease have 
had to be modified in recent year. We still think many more of 
them will have to be, before we arrive. at a sound solution of 
the problem. We are willing to stand on that. 


PUZZLING FIGURES EXPLAINED 
Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

Reference is made to your article headed “Puzzling 
Figures’’ in the February 15th issue of the Holstein- 
Friesian World. 

I wish to take this opportunity to explain the sum- 
mary of Bang’s Disease Control Program Report of 
November 30, 1940, referred to, showing the amount of 
work completed up to that time from August Tt, 1934. 


Columns 1, 2, 3, 4, 5, 6 and 7 give the total number 
of blood samples in herds and cattle taken, together 
with the number of such samples that were found 
positive and also samples found negative. In Pennsyl- 
vania, for example, there are at present 5,402 herds 
containing 109,593 cattle that have to pass a negative 
blood test each year to stay in the certified status, so the 
blood samples taken are several times more than the 
number of herds and cattle involved. To clean up Bang’s 
disease in the average herd requires at least three com- 
plete herd tests, so the number of blood samples taken are 
always greater than the number of herds and cattle 
under supervision. 


Columns 7 and 8 give the number of herds and cattle 


under supervision that.have been tested one or more 
times. 


After January 1, 1937, when the State started the 
payment of indemnity, the cleaning up of complete 
Counties and Townships from Bang’s disease has ad- 
vanced very rapidly and at present all the dairy cattle 
over six months of age have been Area Bang’s disease 
tested one or more times for Bang’s disease in 447 
Townships contaning 362,660 cattle, located in twenty- 
eight Counties. Eighteen whole Counties have been 
completely tested and seventeen of these are now Modi- 
fied Accredited Bang’s Disease free areas where the in- 
fection is less than One Per Cent of the cattle in the 
area. 

Infected herds located in the area testing are retested 
at sixty to ninety day intervals until three successive 
negative tests have been accomplished. In addition to 
the Area Plan of testing, there are 9,979 herds contain- 
ing 192,150 cattle tested at owner’s expense on the In- 
dividual Plan. 

The Bang’s Disease Eradication Work has been in so 
much demand by the cattle owners of this State, that 
24,171 cattle owners whose herds contain 206,983 cattle 
have signed applications and are now waiting. In the 
Area test since the work started, we have been unable 
to keep up with the demand for the tests. 

I trust the above information will clarify the mean- 
ing of the Report and invite you to visit my office any 
time for any further information.

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How Much is a Great Sire Worth 


Back in September of 1934 at the 
Maytag Dairy Farms, Newton, Iowa, 
a bull calf was born. He was sired 
by the young herd sire, Posch Orms- 


by Fobes (son of DecreamCo Ca- 
lami.y Posch and Wisconsin Fobes 
7th), and out of a promising two- 


year-old daughter of DeCreamco Cal- 
amity Posch and Empire Ormsby 
Mary, one of the top daughters of 
Man-O-War in this herd. Something 
happened to the dam _ so that she 
could not go on test, and the well- 
bred calf, who would have been re- 
garded as a top if his dam had a 
future, was sold at a modest price 
to the two small Iowa breeders, Roy 
Finster and Wm. Eckels of Eldora. 

The Maytags kept a watchful eye 
on him as he developed, and showed 


him with considerable success, tak- 
ing Reserve All-American honors 
with him in the 2-year-old class in 
1937, and grand champion at Iowa 
State Fair in 1939. That year, he 
also was second at the National 
Dairy Show. They also kept watch 


of his daughters as they came along. 
One of them won Reserve All-Ameri- 
can Honors in 1939 in the junior 
yearling class, and another daugh- 
ter, which Maytags purchased for 
$400 at the Iowa State Sale, was 
grand champion at Iowa State Fair 
in 1939. This same daughter, Hope 
View Ionia Posch, was a_ strong 
contender in the 3-year-old classes 
this past year, and along with it 
was completing an AR record of 
about 875 lbs fat. In the Show Win- 
dow Sale in November, Fred Pabst 
bid $2,500 to add her to the herd 
at Pabst Farms. 


At the Dairy Cattle Congress last 
fall the Iowa State Dairy Association 
sponsored a better sires exhibit— 
and it was built around the work of 
Posch Ormsby Fobes 11th, with a 
group of his daughters on display. 
They teamed up with a Maytag 
daughter to win first prize Get of 
Sire, a coveted honor. 

But doubly significant, along with 
this outstanding type, is the pro- 
duction this bull is getting. His 
first twelve daughters to freshen 
averaged 15,364 lbs 531 Ibs fat 
(305 days, 2-time milking, mature 
equivalent). The dams of those 
heifers averaged 10,623 lbs milk, 396 
Ibs fat, on the same basis. That 
means an increase of 4741 lbs milk, 
35 Ibs butter fat. Every daughter 
but one exceeded her dam in pro- 
duction—and the level of production 
is high enough to stamp him as a 
great sire of production. 

Who can say what the value is 
for a bull like Posch Ormsby Fobes 
11th? And what a loss to the breed 
it would have been if he had been sac- 
rificed for veal or something, simply 


because his own dam, a first calf 
heifer, had not made a production 
record. It illustrates the importance 


of applying some of Mark Keeney’s 
sullphilosophy tests on young bulls, 
and of finding more ways to give 
such promising young bulls an op- 
portunity to be proved. 

What has been the result for the 
two small Iowa breeders who origi- 


nally pooled their resources for the 
joint purchase of this well bred 
young Holstein bull? They had 
been using good sires together for 
a number of years and by testing 
and selection had developed profit- 
able herds of pure bred Holsteins. 
Now, through the influence of one 
great sire, which they were fortu- 
nate enough to secure at a low price 
through the accident that befell his 
dam and prevented her from making 
the record of which she was evident- 
ly capable, their herds in these few 
short years have stepped right up 
into the front rank. In one gener- 
ation, they have stepped up produc- 
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tion 4741 lbs milk and 135 lbs fat 
per cow—anhd are leading the blue 
ribbon parade in competition with 
the best of the breed. Posch Orms- 
by Fobes 11th, at last report, had 
sired for them 45 daughters and 
about the same number of sons. We 
leave our readers to figure out what 
that has already meant in the ac- 
tual market value of these herds. 

Who can say what the limit is to 
the value of a really great sire? 


Our dairy educational workers 
would do well to give at least equal 
effort to the promotion of a young 
sire program along with their ad- 
vancement of proven bulls.—from 
“Cow Philosophy.”

Sponsoring the sale are the Cal- 
ifornia Holstein-Friesian Associa- 
tion, with the close cooperation of 
the San Francisco Chamber of Com- 
merce, the San Francisco Bank, and 
the No. 1-A District Agricultural As- 
sociation. J. W. Snodgrass is man- 
ager of the show and sale and is 
personally selecting all entries. That 
Mr. Snodgrass knows his stuff with 
Holsteins has been demonstrated on 
many occasions. Older readers will 
well remember the Billiwhack Stock 
Farm herd for which he made the 
selections and which won six All- 
American designations and several 
reserves in 1925 and 1926. The 
breeders of the West seem to be 
equally behind the sale event and 
giving Mr. Snodgrass practically a 
free hand in selection. 

Proof of this spirit is shown by the 
listings in the preliminary announce- 
ments. Heading the parade are 
such notables as Rocky Hill Dew- 
drop Burke, herself, All-American 
Aged Cow of 1940 and All-Ameri- 
can 4-year-old of 1939; Colony 
Flood Hengerveld, known as_ the 
“Uncrowned All-American 2-Year- 
Old of 1939’’ who will be hot for the 
4-year-old classes of 1941, and many 
others that have the marks of great 
greatness.

D. F. MILLARD, Supt. 
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Honored by Wisconsin Agriculture 


Among six persons honored by the 
University of Wisconsin during its 
Farmers’ Week program in February 
was P. H. (Pete) Moore of Colony 
Farms, Westminster, British Colum- 
bia, for his outstanding contribution 
to animal breeding. In presenting 
Mr. Moore to the Farm and Home 
Week visitors, Dean Chris L. Chris- 
tensen of the College of Agriculture, 
said, ‘‘He has done as much to im- 
plement the art of animal breeding 
with the modern knowledge of the 
science of heredity as any man on 
the American continent and under 
his management, over a period of 
30 years, there has been developed 
in British Columbia a herd of 190 
cows which produced an average of 
600 pounds of butter fat a year.” 


At an early age Mr. Moore was 
gifted with the ability to appraise 
the tangibles as well as the intan- 
gibles inherent in farm animals. When 
he became farm superintendent of the 
British Columbia mental hospital, he 
instituted a breeding and testing 
program that has resulted in develop- 
ing a herd with a production level 
unparalleled in the history of dairy 
cattle breeding. He has been active 
in organizations in his own com- 
munity, was president of the Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association of Canada, 
and a member of the board of di- 
rectors of the Canadian Pacific Ex- 
position. 


Alfred T. Hipke of New Holstein, 
Calumet Co., Wis., was also honored. 
Mr. Hipke has been an outstanding 
and highly respected farmer, cattle 
breeder, and a leader in community 
enterprises. As early as 1899 he was 
named the secretary of the New Hol- 
stein canning company, which oper- 
ated the ninth pea canning factory 
to be organized in Wisconsin. The 
herd of Holstein cattle kept upon his 
Calumet county farm has become 
noted for its outstanding produc- 
tion. He organized the first cow test- 
ing association in Calumet county 
and was a leader in the development 
of the first tuberculin testing asso- 
ciations in that area. Mr. Hipke has 
been a member of the board of di- 
rectors of the Calumet Mutual Fire

A grand total of 518 cows on dairy 
herd improvement association test 
during 1940 produced 500 Ibs. of fat 
or more during the calendar year, 
qualifying for the honorary ‘‘500-lb. 

Leading the field in 
totad number of animals honored 
was Mooseheart, with 15 head, 
whose highest producer made 784 
Ibs. fat on three time milking to 
stand forth from the top of the list.

ANOTHER WISCONSIN PIONEER 

In our story of the pioneer Hol- 
stein breeders of Wisconsin in our 
issue of December 7, we inadver- 
tently omitted Everett Martin, Muk- 
wonaga, Wis., who after more than 
half a century of Holstein breeding 
is still in the business in partner- 
ship with his son, Sidney, at their 
Waukowis Farm. 

Mr. Martin bought first purebred 
Holstein bull in June 1887, the im- 
ported bull, Blanden No. 4152 from 
the herd of J. Rust & Bros., North 
Greenfield, Wis. In March 1902 he 
bought three pure bred heifer calves, 
Schoone Queen 3rd 59875, Akkrum- 
mer Ernestine 4th 59876 and Ak- 
krummer Nora 59877, joining the 
National Association in 1906. Ac- 
cording to Sidney Martin, his father 
bought the first Babcock tester in 
Waukesha County. 

Herd sires used in the early de- 
velopment of the herd included Sir 
Velox Overlooper, Pabst Korndyke 
Bruno (third prize 2-year-old at Wis- 
consin State Fair 1920), Pabst Ad- 
miration and Sir Korndyke Johanna 
Bess. In 1929 the Martins pur- 
chased Sir Fobes Ormsby Hazelwood, 
who was later (1931) to become 
All-American senior yearling, and 
in 1932 came King Bessie Ormsby 
Pietertje 31st, whose son, out of a 
daughter of Pabst Admiration, sire 
of many outstanding prize winners 
including the first prize two-year-old 
bull at Wisconsin State Fair last fall 
where he beat the All-American two- 
year-old of the year and was ac- 
claimed as champion Wisconsin-bred 
bull of the show. 
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Everett Martin & Son did consider- 
able AR testing prior to 1924 and 
since that date have been continu- 
ously in CTA work, with a 16-year 
herd average of close to 400 lbs fat. 
Three members of the herd have 
made life records of from 140,436 
to 147,720 lbs milk and from 4,430 
to 4,875 lbs fat.

To add further to her laurels, a 
daughter, Milco Felecia Segis, by the 
proven Milco herd sire, Milco Cream- 
elle Segis, completed a two-year-old 
record of 14,134.8 lbs milk, 591.6 
lbs fat with 4.2% test.

DETERMINE BEST TIME 
FOR INSEMINATION 


Information on the time of ovlua- 
tion in dairy cows, brought to light 
by A. Nalbandov and L. E. Casida, 
at the University of Wisconsin is ex- 
pected to furnish a sound basis for 
timing inseminations in artificial 
breeding. 

The problem is to inseminate so 
that live sperm will be presented at 
the right time, and at the right place, 
to fertilize the cow’s egg as it is re- 
leased during ovulation. Unless the 
timing is about right, conception is 
unlikely. 

Ovulation occurred from 10 to 18 
hours after the end of heat in 77% 
of cases, when the time was deter- 
mined for 70 heat periods of 22 cows. 
In 9% of cases ovulation came 
sooner than 10 hours after heat, and 
in 14% it occurred more than 18 
hours after heat. 


This does not mean insemination 
should be made after heat is over, 
because it is necessary to allow sev- 
eral hours for the sperm to travel 
from the cervix, where it is placed, to 
the upper end of the oviduct, where 
it meets the egg. The rate of this 
movement is not known precisely, 
but Casida, Nalbandov and W. Wis- 
nicky have found some evidence on 
the question. When they killed one 
cow 6% hours after insemination, 
another 8% hours after, and a third 
12 hours after insemination, they 
found live sperm at the upper end 
of the oviduct in each cow. 


Considering both the average time 
of ovulation and the indicated speed 
of sperm travel in the reproductive 
organs of the cow, it seems fairly 
certain that the chances of getting a 
cow with calf are best when she is 
inseminated late in the heat period. 
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Whether inseminating late in the 
heat period is likely to bring about 
conception in the 14% of cases in 
which ovulation takes place more 
than 18 hours after the end of heat, 
is open to doubt. Because the life of 
the sperm in the genital organs of a 
cow is relatively short, such cows 
probably make poor fertility records, 
whether artificially inseminated or 
mated naturally during the heat pe- 
riod. 

To determine what time of day on 
the average is best for insemination, 
Nalbandov and Casida also recorded 
the time heat and ovulation began 
and ended in the herd of 22 cows. 
About three-fourths of these cows

came into heat in the morning. Most 
often the period ended in late after- 
noon and evening—that is, between 
3 and 9 o’clock in 52% of cases. An- 
other 33% of cows went out of heat 
between 9 P. M. and 3 A. M., and 
15% from 3 A. M.to3 P. M. Ovula- 
tion generally occurred in the day- 
time—that is, between 6 A. M. and 
6 P. M. in 74% of cases. 

From these data it appears that 
on the average the best time of day 
to inseminate dairy cows is from 
early afternoon to mid-afternoon.

PROTESTS OVER-EMPHASIS ON HIGH TEST 
Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 


I notice that the Holstein Association is still work- 
ing for high test, and that the 4% cattle bring best 
prices at the sales. It seems to me that the 4% idea is 
getting to be a fad that may do a lot of harm. Any cow 
that makes 500 lbs. fat a year on two-time milking and 
farm care is a good cow. Why discriminate against her 
because her milk only tests 3%? 

Years ago there was a marked prejudice against 
dark colored cattle. That fad did plenty of harm before 
it died out. Then there was a time when most breeders 
thought that unless a bull was a son of, or at least a 
grandson of a 40-lb. cow, that he was not fit to use on 
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purebred cows. Then the idea that the herd sire must be 
from a dam with 1000 lbs. or 1500 lbs. of 80% butter, 
with records made under forced conditions, regardless 
of cost. Well, we are slowly working away from that 
notion. 

When a breeder starts out to buy a “4%” bull, he has 
to eliminate at least 95%, including most of the more 
desirable animals of the breed, from consideration. If 
Many men demand high-test bulls, most of them will 
have to be satisfied with sires that lower either the type 
or production of their herds. While there are a few 
families of Holsteins that transmit high test to many of 
their offspring, the fact remains that most real high- 
test cows are what might be classed as freaks, and an 
intelligent breeder would not expect them to transmit 
their freak tests to any noiceable extent. 

If the craze that has now started for 4% Holsteins 
is not curbed it is bound to do an immense amount of 
harm. I would like to see more discussion of this in 
the World. One thing is certain, it is not possible to 
improve the type of cattle, and also their production, 
and at the same time increase the test by one-fifth. It 
is too large a mouthful to manage at one time. Of 
course there are good Holsteins that give rich milk 
and lots of it. We even have them in Arizona. But the 
percentage of such animals to be found in the breed is 
small. Nearly always high test means less milk and the 
actual fat production will be the same or even less than 
the amount of fat from cows with normal tests. 

If we succeed in breeding a race of high-testing 
Holsteins, I believe they will closely approach the Ayr- 
shires in size and general type. The Ayshire is an excell- 
ent breed, but do we want to breed black and white 
Ayrshires, when we already have something better? 

[I am not raising this question because of owning a 
low-testing herd. In fact, our February average for 41 
cows in CTA was 52 lbs. fat, with an average of 4.1% 
for the whole herd. We have three full sisters that 
have an average for their first eleven lactations of 441 
lbs. fat, 10,038 lbs milk, 4.39%. On these cows we are 
using bulls from Colony Farm with a normal Holstein 
inheritance of 3.4 to 3.6%. As an experiment we plan 
to mate one of our cows that tested 4.8 and came from 
a 4.4% family, to the son of another cow testing 4.7 and 
from a 4.3 family of related blood lines. But we are 
still wondering if we will be breeding Holsteins when 
this is done.—J. S. aS. Cashion, Arizona

Haas of California, has the second highest milk record 
ever claimed. In California DHIA she is credited with 
41,414 lbs milk, 1,221 lbs fat, the largest record for 
either milk or fat ever reported in Cow Testing Associa- 
tion work.

in the groups if we compare them, 
one with another. For example, any 
animal that would score 90 points 
or higher is entitled to the ‘‘Excel- 
lent” rating, but the spread of points 
makes possible a very appreciable 
difference in quality between the ex- 
tremes in this one group. The rat- 
ing of ‘“‘Good”’ is applied to all ani- 
mals that would score between 70 
and 8&0 points according to the of- 
ficial scale of points and a ten-point 
spread allows for a very consider- 
able difference in quality and desir- 
ability between the extremes of this 
group. If we would take 50 cows 
all rated ‘‘Very Good’ and _ place 
them according to show ring or com- 
parative judging methods, we would 
have 50 separate placings, with a 
very noticeable difference between 
the top and bottom animals in the 
ring; and if we think of herd clas- 


sification as compared with show 
ring judging in this way, the dif- 


ference between the two methods 
may be visualized very readily. 
Herd classification ‘has a very de- 
finite place in the breeding program. 
It points out the superior specimens 
of the breed and fixes the type of 
these highly desirable animals in the 
minds of our breeders as a standard 
or goal to work toward in their own 
herds. Or, in other words, it ed- 
ucates the Holstein-Friesian breeder 
to a better understanding of the 
ideal or true type of the breed. This 
feature of herd classification is very 
much worth while, but branding the 
undesirable specimens—the ‘‘Poor’’ 
and ‘‘Fair’’—is far more important 
from the standpoint of breed im- 
provement. Elimination of the

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BETTER BULLS INCREASE 


DAIRY PROFITS 
By A. C. BALTZER, Michigan 


Among the many factors that in- 
fluence the amount of profit realized 
from the dairy herd, none is more 
important and needs more careful 
consideration by the dairyman than 
the selection of a herd sire. Fam- 
ous livestock breeders of past gen- 
erations placed great emphasis on 
the sire. The success of these fam- 
ous breeders proved that they were 
right when they said the sire is 
more than half the herd. 

Everyone takes pride in good live- 
stock. Good bulls help the dairyman 
get good livestock. Better bulls in- 
crease the profits of the dairy herd 
just as much as do improved feeding 
or careful culling of poor producing 
COWS. 

Where a dairy herd is found mak- 
ing a large amount of milk and but- 
terfat and also good profits, the key- 
stone of success in dairying a pure- 
bred bull, will be found. Hence, 
time, effort, and money is well ex- 
pended when the right bull, a pure- 
bred bull, is selected. 


Where the sire which is used in the 
dairy herd is carelessly selected, 
there will be found the tombstone 
which marks the ruin of dairying, a 
poor bull. No one takes pride in 
the ownership of poor bulls because 
both the get and the bull himself 
are undesirable. Most poor bulls are 
grade or scrub bulls which do not 
materially improve the profit making 
ability of a herd. Because the breed- 
ing of a grade or scrub bull is mixed, 
his get are also of mixed breeding. 
Such offspring produce poorly, they 
almost always lack type, and they 
sell for less on the market. Grade 
and scrub bulls are always expen- 
sive to use, even though the original 
cost is little or nothing. Leading 
livestock men have said that if the 
sire is more than half the herd, a 
grade or scrub bull is all the herd. 

What Is a Better Dairy Bull 

Records from the Bureau of Dairy- 
ing, U. S. D. A., show that 260 scrub 
cows produced 4,695 pounds milk 
and 179 pounds butterfat. Daugh- 
ters from these cows sired by pure- 
bred bulls averaged 7,607 pounds 
milk and 300 pounds butterfat. How 
much is 121 pounds _ butterfat 
worth? At 50 cents per pound, this 
would mean $60.50 difference in re- 
turns per cow due to better breeding. 
It pays to use a better bred sire, a 
purebred dairy sire. 


All better bulls of the dairy breeds 
are purebred bulls that come from 
known ancestors and whose dams 
and granddams should have records 
of milk and butterfat production. 
There are many purebred bulls that 
come from cows which have not been 
tested for production. Such bulls 
should be avoided because papers of 
registry are not a guarantee of pro- 
duction. A purebred dairy bull may 
have a dam that is an ordinary pro- 
ducer. Thus, not every pureberd 
bull is a better bull. A purebred 
bull, and especially one from an un- 
tested dam may fail to have the 
inheritance to improve the produc- 
tion of the daughters that he sires. 
This is especially true when cows of

When grade or scrub cows are 
kept, it is best to breed them to 
pureberd sires and raise the heifers 
that are dropped. The majority of 
livestock owners are not immediately 
able to buy a herd of purebred fe- 
males with good type and produc- 
tion records. When this is the case, 
the next best thing to do is buy a 
well bred bull. Such bulls with rec- 
ord dams are available at reasonable 
prices. Such a bull influences the 
ability of all calves that he sires to 
produce profitably and possess the 
ability to pass on to his get the de- 
sirable traits of better milk and 
butterfat production and better type 
because his blood comes from an- 
cestors which were known for their 
ability to produce better stock. 
Through him the value of the whole 
herd and its ability to return greater 
profits can be quickly increased. 

Better dairy bulls will help dairy- 
men get: 


1. Increased production of milk 
and butterfat and more profits. 

2. Cows of better type. 

3. Cows that are worth more for 
sale on the market. 

4. Greater pride in ownership of a 
better herd.

How Much Does a Better Bull Cost? 

A pureberd bull is cheap at any 
price, when the results are consid- 
ered. Users of purebred bulls are 
satisfied on this point. Small herd 
owners often feel that they cannot 
afford to pay the money asked for a 
good bull because the cost of ser- 
vice per cow for a small herd is so 
much greater than the cost in a 
large herd. This problem is solved 
when the small herd owner or the 
dairyman just getting started will 
join up with two or three neighbors 
and own a bull co-operatively. This 
is known as a bull club. 


The Bull Club 

1. The two, three, or four farmers 
who agree to co-operate in the owner- 
ship and use of the sire should agree 
on the breed to be used. 

2. Arrange about the price to be 
paid and who shall select him. 

3. Arrange to keep the bull at 
some farm centrally located. 

4. Prorate the purchase price of 
the bull among the bull club mem- 
bers in proportion to the number of 
cows owned by each farmer. 

5. Prorate the feed cost and up- 
keep of the bull for the year in the 
same manner. 

6. It is recommended that a bull 
pen and safety breeding chute be 
built to house the bull.

7. If two or more bull clubs are 
formed in different communities, the 
bull can be exchanged between the 
groups at the end of two years to 
avoid inbreeding. Each group with 
an investment in only one bull, will 
thereby insure four years of con- 
structive dairy breeding for two 
groups or six years for three groups. 
The cost for each group is materially 
lessned.

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of age has daughters producing with 
their second calf. His last proving 
by the U. S. D. A. shows him to have 
increased the daughters ten pounds 
of fat over their dams—both grades 
and purebreds included. This is on 
cows which have actually averaged 
over 500 pounds of fat. One of the 
top ranking of these is the third 
member of his 1000 pound Colantha 
cow, a cow family, three generations 
which average 916 pounds of butter- 
fat. In addition to maintaining the 
size of the Sleepy Hollow cows, 
‘“‘Montvic”’ has made good improve- 
ment in the rumps. 

As his daughters gain more mat- 
urity, a bull that many of the breed- 
ers in California will be taking 
cognizance of is Prince Lyons Orms- 
by, an inbred son of Frank Hopkins’ 
great old sire, King Pietertje Lyons 
Ormsby. This fine type bull, now 
only five years of age, is being used 
at the Diblee ranch near Planada. 
His first five daughters to finish re- 
cords, milked twice daily in the 
Hopkins herd, will average about 
450 pounds of butterfat. One has 
only to look at his daughters, both 
in this herd, and in the Haas herd at 
San Jose, to realize that here is a 
chip off the old block—the block in 
this case being King Pietertje Lyons 
Ormsby. The dam of Prince, a 
daughter of King Pietertje Lyons 
Ormsby, is completing a record in 
the Haas herd well over 800 pounds 
of fat. 

Down the San Joaquin Valley, an- 
other son of King Pietertje Lyons 
Ormsby is writing history. This is 
the seven-year-old ‘‘Gettie’”’ bull bred 
and owned by Mr. and Mrs. J. W. 
Taylor of Visalia. The last proving 
of this sire shows on a 305 day, class 
C maturity that his six daughters, 
with eight records, average 15,155 
pounds of milk, 3.5%, 536 lbs fat. 
The six dams, with 23 records aver- 
age 13,973 pounds milk, 3.3%, 436 
lbs fat, an increase in the daughters 
of 1218 lbs milk and 70 lbs fat. 
Not only has this bull made a vast 
increase in production, but the im- 
provement in type and udders has 
been very marked. One of his daugh- 
ters produced 805 lbs fat recently 
as a two-year-old in Class B in the 
Martin Haas herd. She is now own- 
ed, as is her son, by Roger Jessup of 
Glendale, Calif. The dam of Gettie 
is still alive, and making her record 
each year of better than 500 pounds 
of fat, milked twice daily in the 
Taylaker herd. She was bred by 
the Bishops of Chimacum, Washing- 
ton. Gettie has a son in the Taylor 
herd, known as the Thunderbolt bull 
that gives every promise with his 
first milking daughters of being as 
good as his sire. 

In the foothills of the Sierra 
Nevada’s, Mark Borror and his 
brother have built a fine dairy herd, 
which last year averaged 463 pounds 
on sixty eight head milked twice 
daily. Playing a major part in this 
average were the daughters of his 
eleven year old herd sire, King Segis 
Quality De Kol 610442. The last 
proving on this bull, by the U.S.D.A. 
shows him to have 34 daughters 
with 74 records that average 14,182 
lbs milk, 483 pounds of 
fat, with 34 dams having 
151 records, averaging 11,894 
pounds of milk and 401 Ibs fat, a2 
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increase in the daughters of 2288 
pounds of milk and 82 lbs fat. Here 
again, a great sire has left his pre- 
dominant stamp on the offspring, 
the result being some large, long 
lasting, clean cut dairy cows. 


Up the Coast from San Francisco, 
at Talmage, Mendocino State Hospi- 
tal has a great producing herd of 
Holsteins. In addition to the out- 
standing brood cows which came to 
this Institution from the Lewis, Bay- 
wood, herd — which were mostly 
daughters of Ormsby Segis Marie Lad 
—a bull is being used which has not 
only carried on the outstanding pro- 
duction, but has smoothed up the 
type. This bull is King Triune 
Supreme Ormsby, now ten years of 
age. His daughters, in A R, class 
B at an average age of 2 years 9 mos. 
24 of them, with some 30 records, 
average 654 pounds of fat. One of 
the oldest, Mendocino Duplicate has 
recently finished a four year old class 
B record with 1075 pounds, and she 
has a daughter with 835 pounds as a 
three year old. Another outstand- 
ing daughter is Mendocino Edith, 
whom many will remember as the 
good Adohr four year old at the 
National. Still another one has 
around 700 pounds of fat in the cow 
testing association, and was grand 
champion for the past two years at 
the Merced County Fair. She is 
owned by Trindade Bros. just out of 
Merced. King Triune Supreme Orms- 
by has a son in the Mendocino herd, 
known as the Model bus, that seems 
to be duplicating the old bull. (Word 
has just been received that King 
Triune Supreme Ormsby is dead). 
This bull was bred by E. E. Freeman 
of Modesto. He is a son of King 
Triune Supreme Rose (A class B dtr 
just finished with 1020 fat), and 
the dam is the 1003 pound class B 
four year old daughter of Triune 
Alexina Ormsby. Her full sister has 
1110 pounds of fat. 


Adohr Milk Farm was the last 
home of Marathon Bess' Burke. 
Several of his daughters are still 
producing and reproducing here—in 
fact, the Adohr boys had one on the 
show circuit last year. Better still, 
they have a seven year old son, 
M. B. B. of Adohr, whose daughters 
are outproducing the daughters of 
the old bull. A number are com- 
pleting records from 700 to 800 
pounds of fat in Class B, and still 
more are being placed on test. Adohr 
has another bull whose daughters are 
ringing the bell over in Utah. This 
Is Carnation Governor Pontiac. Mer- 
rill Warnick’s small herd averaged 
over 450 pounds of fat last year, 
Class C Holstein Herd Test, and the 
daughters of this bull were largely 
responsible. With their second calves, 
‘ew if any of them are going less 
than 500 pounds. This bull, like 
the other bulls which have been dis- 
‘ussed here, have daughters with 
s00d udders—udders that hold up 
after a good record has been made, 
Which so often isn’t the case with 
quick maturing offspring. 

A herd of registered Holsteins 
about which very little has been 
Written here-to-fore, but which is 
wPidly forging to the front is the 
700d herd of Santee—just outside 
of San Diego. These people have 
‘wo outstanding sires; one is the 
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fourteen year old bull, Sir Inka May 
14th—still very active. He has per- 
formed a good job and has smoothed 
this herd up a lot. His production 
shows the daughters to be over fifty 
pounds of fat better than their dams. 
Two of his sons have been used in 
this herd, and they too have made 
splendid records on their offspring. 
The bull which this herd is tying to 
more strongly than ever, as a follow- 
up on the daughters of the old sire, 
is a son of Governor of Carnation 
(out of a daughter of Prince). Hugh 
Good states that his figures show the 
first daughters of this bull to be 
about 100 pounds of fat better than 
their dams. He is a full brother to 
the winning produce of dam that 
Carnation showed last fall. 


As is often the case, a great bull 
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may be dead a great many years 
before his true worth becomes really 
known. This was the case of King 
Segis Alcartra Prilly. Few are the 
herds in California that have not 
profited from the blood that this out- 
standing sire left. One of the herds 
which has profited handsomely from 
this has been Mrs. G. U. Clark and 
Sons of Hanford, where two sons and 
several grand sons have been used. 
This herd, milking twice daily, and 
with an average in the local cow 
testing association of more than 
eighty cows, has produced for the 
past several years over 500 pounds 
of fat. To find a sire to go into 
such a herd, and to give them an out- 
cross must have been quite a head- 
ache. They did find this bull, how-

Show and other leading fairs, there is a good 
opportunity for inter-breed cooperation. Up 
until this year, however, through no-one’s 
especial fault, a rivalry, expensive to each breed 
association, had grown up. The charge has 
been made, and to a certain degree justified, 
that instead of exhibiting our breed in the ring 
and displaying it most advantageously to the 
public, which should have been our chief ob- 
jective, we were competing for attention to our 
displays, literature and animals. A _ certain 
amount of breed advertising is essential, but it 
should never be promoted to react to the detri- 
ment of purebreu cattle as a whole or reflect on 
the relationship between breeds or breeders. 
Those of you who attended the National Dairy 
Show at Harrisburg in October, witnessed our 
first attempt at a cooperative effort to display 
the value of the purebred dairy cow. Judging 
from the large numbers of interested spectators 
and the comments, together with your reports, 
which we have read in your farm papers, we 
believe it was effective. It is hoped to make 
such a cooperative display in behalf of pure- 
breds at some of our leading shows next year. 


An intelligent and vigorous attack upon the dis- 
parity of purebred sires in the national dairy picture is 
the chief objective of our program. You are just as 
interested in the future of dairying as we are, and we 
know you believe in the purebred cause. Therefore, 
we say, ‘“‘Let’s work together.’”’ Increased use and sale 
of purebreds will inevitably follow and benefit all con- 
cerned. It seems unnecessary, however, to caution that 
we must not expect to sell a lot of surplus bulls im- 
mediately. This is a long range program, somewhat 
experimental at the start. We cannot take it for granted 
that the 340,000 grade dairymen will recognize im- 
mediately the superiority of purebreds. Our case must 
be presented to them anew, convincingly and dramati- 
cally. Education and demonstration must precede sales- 
manship and when we replace a scrub bull with a pure- 
bred, no matter what the breed, we can be confident 
that we are contributing to the welfare of that dairy- 
man in particular, and to dairying in general. 


Bull Philosophy 
(Continued from page 17) 


Since our scouting has usually covered a wide area, let 
us then do some intensive searching in our own herd 
and in the best herds of our own neighborhood, or 
county. If we have no real good registered cows of our 
own, then our best bet is to get a son of one of the best 
registered cows in our neighbor’s herd, assuming of 
course, that this neighbor is using a herd sire of satis- 
factory blood lines which are of proven production worth. 
This is often preferable to buying a mail order bull, the 
advantage being that we can see our neighbor’s cattle. 
And again, assuming that this neighbor is a reputable 
dairyman and breeder, he should have a more personal 
knowledge of our circumstances and our bull needs, 
and is in a more favorable position to be of service to us. 
Community breeding in its fullest sense, embracing the 
cooperation and confidence of both the grade cattle dairy- 
man an the pure bred dairyman, offers the most practical 
and hopeful breeding program for improvement of large 
numbers of dairy herds within the community or ad- 
joining communities. 


If we are not within, or near a well developed dairy 


community, then we may have to go a considerable 
distance in order to find the right bull for our herd. 
And for such dairymen, many of whom are new in the 
dairy business, it is usually advisable to put their bull 
problem in the hands of a reputable breeder who may be 
located through the advertising columns of the breed 
journals. Let this breeder make your bull selection, and 
assuming that the bull makes good in your herd, it is 
further advisable to go back to this same breeder for 
future bull needs, thereby establishing a continuity of 
blood lines in your herd. 


If we breed and sell registered cattle, then we have 
a responsibility, not alone to our own herd, but also to 
every man who buys our cattle. Our bull problem is 
therefore of even greater importance than with the 
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grade cow dairyman. As registered cattle breeders, we 
must constantly have this problem on our mind. In our 
daily work with our cattle, as we associate with our 
fellow breeders, we should avail ourselves of every op- 
portunity to observe and consider the possibilities of 
whether the continued improvement of our herd can 
best be accomplished through a bull from some other 
breeder, or through using the best bull we can breed our- 
selves. If we have within our own herd some great 
producing and breeding cows, and if our present herd 
sire is fully satisfactory, we are likely to make more 
progress by using bulls of our own breeding and follow- 
ing a program of close breeding of these desirable cattle. 
Lacking fully satisfactory animals within our herd from 
which to produce the desired bull, then our purpose can 
best be served by the purchase of a bull of better breed- 
ing than we have at present. If we are unable to pur- 
chase such a bull, or if we fail to find one meeting our 
requirements, then a good plan is to send the best cow 
or two in our own herd to be bred to the bull of our 
choice in some other breeder’s herd, with the hope of 


getting a bull calf which we may raise for service in our 
herd. 


A few of our large breeders of financial means may 
often find it a good breeding policy to buy great brood 
cows for the express purpose of mating them with the 
best herd sires to produce young bulls of merit. 


The specific bull problem of each individual dairy- 
man, or breeder, is affected by so many things which 
must be considered, that no exact rule can be offered as 
the best system for selecting a bull. A general discus- 
sion of the fundamental considerations has been given 
with the hope that every one who may read this text 
will give more thoughtful consideration to these funda- 
mentals in the future, and that they may thereby arrive 
at a more intelligent use of the available information 
when selecting or buying bulls. This in itself should 
result in some further improvement of our breeding 
operations. Until such time as we have in America, 
practical and complete record information on a much 
greater number of breeding animals, our bull selections 
for the great mass of dairymen will not be entirely 
satisfactory. In the meantime, we must use our best 
judgment with what information we have, and be guided 
by the successful experience of those who have gone 
before us. Any theoretical formula, or index, is of little 
use without complete and reliable records upon which 
to base such computations, and once we have sufficient 
records on which to base a reliable index, this informa- 


tion may then very well guide us even without any index 
figures.

A New Life Champion Two-Timer 


Dewdrop Johanna Changeling 


233186 CHB, a Canadian Holstein 
owned by Douglas Hart, Woodstock, 
Ont., was recently announced in our 


news columns as breaking the 
world’s record for lifetime milk pro- 
duction on strictly twice-a-day milk- 
ing, with a total for her first eight 
lactations in Canadian R. O. P. Sub- 
division B, of 176,290 lbs milk, 
3.5%, 6,176 Ibs fat. 7 ron 
record displaces that of eadow- 
brae Echo Rosebud 170675 CHB, 
another Canadian Holstein with 
170.582 lbs milk in ten lactations. 
The lifetime fat record of “Dewdrop 
beats that of the former champion, 
Jean Abbekerk Pontiac, with 6,140 
lbs fat in eight lactations on two- 
time, but does not quite equal the 
record recently announced for Win- 
terthur Dad Donsegis Inka Jasa of 
6. 185.4 lbs fat in eight lactations in 
Class C. 

The eighth record of Dewdrop Jo- 
hanna Changeling, just reported as 
868 lbs fat from 26,231 lbs milk, 
was started just before she became 
10 years old and she is believed to 
be the youngest cow of the breed, 
probably of any breed, to make so 
large a lifetime record of either 
milk or fat, regardless of number of 
milkings per day. 

Rated Gold Medal in Canadian 
Selective Registration, she will also 
be remembered as a member of the 
first prize Progeny at the Canadian 
Royal back in 1936 and has been 
a first prize winner in mature form 
at other good shows including Lon- 
don, Ont. 

Two of her sons, her oldest and 
her youngest, are in service in Mr. 
Hart’s herd. Her oldest son, Sir 
Dewdrop Johan 101771, spent the 
greater part of his life in the herd 


of Norman McLeod, Embro, Ont., 
where in cow testing association 
work his daughters are reported as 
producing as much as two-year-olds 
as their dams did at full age. Im- 
pressed by this showing and by the 
records his dam was making, Mr. 
Hart a few years ago re-purchased 
him for service in his own herd and 
now has a fine lot of his daughters. 


The youngest son, now just turned 
a year old, has been in service at 
Hartholm since he came of breeding 
age. He is sired by Rowsdale Ex- 
pectation, whose dam is Dutchland 
Netherland Calamity with a life rec- 
ord in 8 lactations of 158,728 lbs 
milk, 5,558 lbs fat, entirely on twice 
a day milking and not started on 
test until she was four years old. 
The sire’s sire is Springbank Ex- 
pectation, famed son of Springbank 
Snow Countess, lifetime champion 
over all breeds for fat with 9,062 
Ibs in 10 lactations. This young 
Hartholm herd sire is therefore 
backed by a lifetime average for the 
three dams—-his own dam and the 
two nearest dams of his sire—of 
180,689 lbs milk, 6,932 lbs fat, or 
stating it another way, the three 
dams have together made 26 ROP 
records averaging 20,849 lbs milk 
containing 799.85 lbs fat. 


Other sons of Dewdrop Johanna 
Changeling include one that was 
used exclusively in a grade herd and 
we are told never sired any purebred 
offspring; also one named Hartholm 
Dewdrop Prince, whose daughters 
are just coming into production and 
who has been used in some half a 
dozen Canadian herds; also one that 
died as a calf. 

Her oldest daughter is Hartholm 
Dewdrop Finderne, that made a 
four-year-old record of 711 Ibs fat 
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from 20,029 lbs milk on two-time 
milking in Mr. Hart’s herd. An- 
other daughter died as a calf and 
her third daughter, still in the Hart- 
holm herd is reported as soon due 
with first calf. 





ROBERTSON REDUCTION SALE 


Friends of Harold Robertson, York, 
Pa., will be sorry to learn that he 
is back in Johns Hopkins Hospital, 
Baltimore, for another operation on 
his spine. It is now close to a dozen 
years since Mr. Robertson suffered 
the back injury that has invalided 
him ever since. We have always 
admired the courage with which he 
has carried on in the face of these 
handicaps, and refused to give up. 
It takes a real love for the farm and 
herd to keep operating under these 
conditions, but the Robertson herd 
has continued to go forward with 
active showing and testing programs, 
and the merit of their cattle is widely 
recognized. From his hospital bed, 
Mr. Robertson reports the decision 
to hold a reduction sale on April 1, 
to move the surplus which the un- 
avoidable lack of selling effort dur- 
ing the year has caused to accumu- 
late.

ever, and he’s doing a great job. 
The bull is King Bessie Ormsby 
Pietertje 86th, and most people are 
agreed that his daughters have 
better type and udders than did their 
dams. His first five daughters to 
complete records, have six records in 
the U.S.D.A. index, giving them 16,- 
378 lbs milk, 3.6%, 585 pounds of 
butterfat, Class C, 305 day maturity. 
This is 110 pounds of milk, .4% and 
57 pounds of fat increase over the 
thirteen records of the five dams. 

Walter and Ray Decker of Tur- 
lock, California pretty well set them- 
selves up in the Holstein business 
when they were able to get the old 
Holstein bull, Duke Pietertje Korn- 
dyke Ormsby 15th—a great Arizona 
and California sire. To follow up on 
his daughters, they secured the calf, 
Man-O-War 59th, long since mature, 
with an enviable list of high produc- 
ing daughters in both the local cow 
testing association and on Class C 
Advanced Registry. These offspring 
carry an enviable high test, and are 
every inch dairy cows. He has a 
great many sons in service in Cali- 
fornia and only time can tell 
whether here is another such as King 
Segis Alcartra Prilly. 

Near the Coast at Gilroy, Cali- 
fornia, Harry Rianda has and is 
breeding some splendid cattle. He 
has both Holsteins and Guernseys, 
and milked twice a day the group 
averaged 445 pounds fat last year. 
He owned 15 out of the 19 high 
cows in the local testing association, 
and 14 of these were Holsteins. He 
has but a handful of purebreds, but 
the bulls he has used for a number 
of years have been tops. One of 
these was a son of Matador Segis 
Ormsby. This bull’s daughters, ma- 
turing, are producing upwards of 500 
pounds of fat. A first-calf daughter 
is finishing with over 800 pounds, 
and another daughter, twice a day, 
made over 900 pounds last year. 
This bull died recently, but in his 
place is a Freeman bull, a son of 
Triune Alexina Ormsby, with first- 
calf heifers producing over 400 
pounds. He also has a son of this 
bull in service out of a daughter 
of K.P.O.P. 39th.

AN INSIGHT TO THE {INSIDE 
(Where ignorance is not bliss) 


To many people The Holstein- 
Friesian Association of America 
might just as well be written in so 
many Blanks. Even to a large num- 
ber of those whose faces show rec- 
ognition at the words, what can 
possibly go on in the offices appears 
an unsolved mystery. Some of the 
people more or less connected with 
the concern would marvel at the de- 
tailed. system within the four walls 
housing the eighty odd employees. 

It is no wonder that the average 
new clerk is overwhelmed when she 
first undertakes the large task of 
learning about cows. In my own 
candid opinion every prospective em- 
ployee in the association should be 
required to read or attend a lecture 
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on a good modern version of the 
facts of life in general. 

As it is, the now expected remark 
from a newcomer when she beholds 
in admiration the two large true- 
type paintings hanging in the halls 
is,, ‘‘Yes, they are beautiful. But I 
don’t see why they need two just 
alike.’’ 

Much progress has been made the 
past several years in the breeding of 
cattle. New experiments succeed; 
new phrases are coined. For the 
poor stenographers and clerks there 
is no end to the wonders they would 
have the Holstein create, and the 
phrases they themselves coin trying 
to keep up with the cows. 

One owner must have been mysti- 
fied indeed when he received cor- 
respondence concerning the length 
of the ‘justification period” of an 
animal owned by him. There is 
probably more truth than poetry in 
that phrase. 

The clerk who made a memo that 
a certain cow was to be “automatic- 
ally” bred went ultra modern and a 
jump ahead of the breeder ‘who 
meant “artificially”. 

Then, breeders may not know it, 
but a spot not running true to the 
Holstein-Friesian type is ‘‘an under- 
sirable spot’’. 

The carving (Vermont version of 
calving) statement which a stenog 
could not find would give anyone 
the impression that the office ran 
a butchery, or at least an illustrated 
course in meat cutting and buying. 

Here is delicacy! A girl sent a 
memo to the main office worded that 
such and such a cow “gave birth to 
a son’’—well, aren’t you blushing 
for her, too? 

Pabst Farms are accomplishing a 
profound experiment, fathering 
calves from a dead sire. Our office 
did even better some time back. A 
sire was his own sire until someone 
woke up to the fact that that could 
not happen here, yet. 

To some the H. F. A. of A. might 
mean Holstein-Friesian Association 
of Art. “Tracing markings” and 
“doing colors’ led to the local mis- 
conception that the chief work at 
the big building located at the junc- 
tion of Main and South Main Streets 
consists of painting pictures of cows, 
and to the application of Art teacher 
for a position. 

The best of all is on Vermont. The 
main offices of the Holstein-Friesian 
Association is in Vermont. And in 
just what state is Vermont a west- 
erner wanted to know. 

(The answer to the last question 
is “congenital and perennially Re 
publican’’—God Bless Em!)
